Raids 
on Jews and Communists have resulted’ in many.new arrests 
By order of a military court a Russian Jew, Abraham Thrize- 
by whe, has been guillotined, and another Jew, Bernard Fried- 
mann, has been sentenced to ten vears’ hard labour for anti- 
Navi activities. All Paris Jews have been ordered to surrende: 
them wireless sets 

Many cases have occurred of Parisians hiding Jews in thei: 
homes to save them. from arrest Severe penalties have now 
been imposed for harbouring these fugitives from Nazi 
Persecution 

Phe Nazi Press is demanding that all French Jews should be 
compelled to live in ghettoes in order to put an end to their 
alleged subversive activity. 


JAPANESE ARE ANTI-SEMITES— 
From Next Week 


The Japanese people are to become anti-Semites. In fact. 

with Japanese efficiency, it has been arranged that they 
are to become anti-Semites as from Sunday, September 7. 
Hocut SuimpBun, of Tokyo. announces that on that day 
meetings are to be held all over the country at which Jews 
will be denounced as “the enemies of the world.” Japanese 
who fail to take part in the campaign will be subject to 
severe penalties. 
The campaign, of course. shows every sign of being Nazi- 
inspired. Nazi agents have long been inciting the Japanese 
against the Jews. Refugees who have been given prominent 
Posts suddenly found themselves. dismissed: and in 1939 the 
formation of a Japanese anti-Jewish organisation Was announced. 
_ Untortunately for the Jew-baiters there are very few Jews 
in Japan, so that they have been held up for material. How- 
ever, there are many Jews in Japanese-controlled Manchukuo 
and Shanghai, and these may do at a pinch. 

Phe position in Shanghai with its 20,000 Jews, mainly refugees, 
would be particularly endangered. The Jews here are already 
destitute, 13,000 of them having to be supported by relief 
Organisations. Recently it was reported that the Nazi agent 
Christian Zensser had arrived in the city from South America, 
where he had played a leading part in organising spying 
activities 

Meanwhile, hundreds of refugees are stranded in Japan itself, 
Particularly in Kobe. Last week it was reported that 300 of 
these had been deported to Shanghai—the — third group of 
deportees in one month. Efforts are being made to secure exit 
Permits for all the remaining Polish refugees: and last weck the 


Canadian Government granted 80 visas for Polish Rabbis and 
Students.

Priceless Aid 


to British Army

Obstruction From Administration 


Unfortunately, the industrial effort of Jewish Palestine had 
had to be made without Government assistance. and (at the 
beginning of the war) even in spite of some obstruction trom 
the Palestine Administration. Happily, the military ‘authorities. 
unlike the ervil administration, were constantly helpful 

Mention should. be made of the’ co-operation between the 
Jewish Agency and the War Supply Board in Palestine. while 
the Agency had also, in co-operation with the Anglo-Palestine 
Bank, facilitated the execution of military orders by financing 
the factories with which such orders had been placed 

At the outbreak of the war. continued Mr. Ben Gurion, the 
Jewish Agency issued a call for general registration tor National 
Service. Eighty thousand men and 40,000 women between the 
ages of 18 and SO. responded to that call. The greater part of 
the men of military age expressed their readiness for military 
service. The Jewish Agency then offered to the Government, in 
Jerusalem and in London, to form Jewish units for service 
with the British Army. Under the Chamberlain Government 
these offers were rejected out of hand. The Palestine Adminis- 
tration seemed scarcely to know there was a war on, its main 
attention being devoted to obstructing the growth of the Jewish 
National Home (through the White- Paper) 

With the fall of the appeasement Government. and the 
approach of the war to the Middle East, some change was 
noticeable. Jewish recruits were not only accepted—they were 
even asked for, in growing numbers, though mainly for service 
units, and not in combatant formations, As the requirements 
of the war grew more urgent, the prejudices of the Palestine 
Administration had to give wav, and the services of the Jews 
were also. requested for the R.A.F., and later also for the

JEW FOR POLISH CABINET 
| Minister of Justice 


Among the new appointments to the reconstructed Polish 
Cabinet this week is that of Dr. Herman Liberman, the veteran 
Labour leader, as Minister of Justice 

Dr. Liberman, who has been a member of the Polish National 
Council since 1939, has had a ‘colourful career. Until Pilsudski 
became autocratic ruler, he was his friend, but he was later 
imprisoned, with the Peasant leader. M. Witos, tor an alleged 
plot. He later escaped to France. He had already been offered 
a Cabinet post in 1939, but.refused it, being unwilling to work 
in the same Cabinet as members of the former regime and 
leaders of the Endek Party 

Another new Cabinet Minister ts M. Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, 
Chairman of the Peasants’ Party, which recently expressed itself 
in favour of Jewish equality.

Permission to Enter Canada 


We have received a communication from Mr. Saul Haves, 
National Exccutive Director of the United Jewish Refugee and 
War Relici Agencies, of Canada, with reference to the admission 
to Canada of certain Jewish refugees m Japan. 

“Tf noticed in your issue of Junc 20,” writes Mr. Hayes, “ an 
item that as a result of negotiations undertaken by Dr. | 
Schwarzbart, 79 Polish Jewish refugees stranded in Japan have 
been granted permission to enter Canada, with the understand. 
ing that the Federation of Polish Jews in Canada shall guaranice 
their maintenance tor the duration of the war 

“ This," Mr. Hayes declares, “is not quite accurate The 
guarantee is between the Polish Government in Exile through 
the Canadian Consulate of the said Government, and the 
Canadian Government with the understanding between the Polish 
Government in Exile and the Jews of Canada that the Jews 
of Cansda will undertake the responsibility tor the Jews to 
enter m under the scheme 

“The Jews of Canada have made such a guarantee through 
the United Jewish Refugee and War Relief Agencies, of which 
the Federation of Polish Jews is a constuuent agency Ihe 
Federation of Polish Jews entered negotiations with Dr. Schwarz- 
bart to this end, and the United Jewish Refugee and War Relief 
Agencies was pleased to extend the euarantee necessary for 
the implementing ef the propesal.” 

FRIENDS IN ADVERSITY 

The annual report for 1940 of the Central Council for Jewish 
Refugees comments that “one of. the happiest features in the 
work of the vear was the close co-operation which was main- 
tamed with the Christian Council for Refugces In every part 
ot the work the Jewish and Christian bodies worked toeether 
as one There was no difference of policy, and all important 
approaches to the Government were made jointly . the same 
good fecling existed im the refugee camps between Jews and 
non-Jews. Thus. while u has been a vear of constant anxiety 

the reflection at the end is that the Government and the 
voluntary bodies have combined without distinction of creed to 
tackle a problem of exceptional difficulty with understanding 
and with sympathy.” 

The report shows that m the course of 1940. when the appeal 
was msucd for £400,000 tor relugee purposes, almost the entire 
sum was raised

EDUCATION WEEK TO BE HELD 


Presiding at Woburn House on Monday over a largely 
aticnded meeting of the Joint Emergency Committee for 
Jewish Religious Education in Great Britain, the Chairman, 
Dr. M. Epstein, referred to the terms of the agreement that 
was arrived at with the Chief Rabbi (to whom he accorded 
a warm welcome) before Dr. Hertz joined this Committee.

>) Only bodies whose teaching is Orthodox shall be repre- 
ee on the Joint Emergency Committee. 

(3) The Beth Din shall be asked to nominate one of their 
body tor appointment to the Education and Stafling Committee 

(4) The Education and Staffing Committee shall be responsible 
for the appointment of teachers and shall satisfy themselves as 
to their moral and religious fitness. For this purpose, names 
of candidates shall be submitted to the Chief Rabbi. 

(S) Opportunities shall. be afforded for consultation, between 
the Chief Rabbit and the administrative stafl of the Joint 
Emergency Committee, one of the functions of the Chief Rabbi 
being to mspect the imstruction given in the classes under the 
care of the Joint Emergency Commitice 

(6) The Education. and Stathng Committee shall submit all 
svilabuses and all schemes for the traming of teachers to the 
Chief Rabbi tor his approval 

(7) There shall be. no delegation of the Chief Rabbi's functions 
in the Joint Emergency Comnntice to any altern

THE BUYING OF LAND 


Dr. Morris Answers Two Questions 


A reception was held last week under the auspices of the 
Jewish National Fund, in connection with the Palestine Victory 
Campaign, at* the Esplanade Hotel, Warrington Crescent, 
London, W. Mr. Joseph Schmendiler, a tormer Vice-President 
of the Berlin Jewish Community and member ot the Reichs- 
vertretung der deutschen Juden, presided 

Mr. Schmeidler said that Herzl was once asked: “ From 
what dao Jews always suffer?” and his reply had been “ From 
the uncertainty of to-morrow.” Ihe work of the Palestine 
Victory Campaign was to turn uncertamty imtoo: certainty by 
preparing the way for the homecoming of the oppressed Jewries 
of the world to a final, permanent, incradicable way of lite 

Dr. Nathan Morris, the Jewish Education Ofhcer, said 
Jewish Palestine was now tapidly growing to maturity. An 
cnormous mass of people who had been brought. up in purely 
urban surroundings were now attached to the land, and. the 
imicosity of that attachment was made a taith, 
great proportion. of these people had found the means tor this 
new life from and on land acquired. by the Jewish National 
Fund. One of these groups—the English Habonim, in which 
he personally had been imterested—had adapted self marvel 
lousity -well to the new conditions, and tke all the other 
moneers they had joyfully sung the song of the soil, the yearn- 
ing of a landless people restored to them land 

Iwo important questions, he continued, were meghtly beme 
asked by those urged to contribute to. the’ Palestine Victors 


Campaign The first was: “ How can tresh land be bought 
im face of the restrictions of the Land Laws?” The answer 
was that there were imnumerable opportunities well within the 


framework of those laws. The second question was: “Is this 
the nght time to buy land?” The answer was: “Every day is 
the meht day.” 

Dr. Morris concluded with a reference to the part Jews were 
playing in the defence of Palestine. When first the call came, 
he said, no fewer than 130,000 offered their services. and of 
these 60,000 to 70,000 were ready for active Service But 
their sole condition was that they should do that service as 
Jews. Ihat claam was met with a relic of the old form of 


officialdom whereby the help of friends was discouraged and 
the activities of enemies emboldened. 

The film, “ Homeland in the Making,” was shown to the 
meeting, and thanks were expressed to Mr. and Mrs. S. D. 
Rand, who had arranged the function. 


EDGWARE CAMPAIGN OPENED 
Major Cazalet on Palestine’s War Effort 


Some three hundred people attended a public meeting and 
film show at the Parish Hall, Edgware, on Wednesday evening 
of last week, which was arranged by the Edgware Committee 
of the Jewish National Fund in connection with the Palestine 
Victory Campaign. 

Alderman A. A. Naar, M.BE.,. J.P., Mayor of Hendon, 
who presided, said that as an Englishman and a Jew he took 
special pleasure im attending. -He had spent a considcrablie 
tume in Palestine and could speak personally of the marvellous 
work of the Jewish pioneers. His personal attachment to 
Palestine was strengthened at that moment because his younger 
son was fighting in the Middle East zone. 

Major Victor Cazalet, M.C., M.P., said that Palestine’s part in 
the present war effort was a truly great one. The country had 
produced food for the troops engaged in the Middle East 
campaign and was supplying certain important chemicals that 
were vitally necessary to Britain. Palestine’s Jewry was playing 
its part to the full, in the fighting services and in all the 
auxiliary war services. Many would regret that a real Jewish 
State had not been set up, for in that event he calculated that 
at least two divisions of the fincst-quality fighting men would 
have been at the disposal of the Allied cause. Alas, political 
considerations had nullified any such hope. Nevertheless, he felt 
sure that the Jewish State would ultimately come into being 
with Jews and Arabs sharing in the general happiness, pros- 
perity, and well-being. But neither Jew nor Arab nor Christian 
would be free until the devil of Nazism had been finally and 
totally uprooted, crushed, and extirpated. And British Jews 
could hasten that time by giving generously to the Palestine 
Victory Campaign so that more and more land was available 
tor the great-and imperishable work.

The Bund Carries On 


BEATING THE GESTAPO 


The Polish Jewish Bund, the famous Jewish Socialist 
organisation, which has a record of activity dating from the 
days of Tsarist rule, is playing a splendid part in the under- 

round struggle of the oppressed Polish nation for freedom 
rom the Nazi 

Illegal publications of the Bund (the story is given in the 
Australian Jewisn Forum, of Sydney) show that with the 
German occupation, the organisation ostensibly gave up its 
activities, but actually commenced intense preparations for 
illegal work. For a short time it tried to concentrate round 
the soup ‘kitchens opened for the poor Jewish population in 
many areas of Warsaw. But very soon both it and the P.P.S 
(Polish Socialist Party) found that this facilitated the task ol 
Gestapo agents, and so an intricate subterrancan organisation 
was created among the Jewish masses. 

A central commititce was formed with many sub-committces 
in the various trades and professions, Liatson officers form the 
link with the rank and file Through this mechanism, the morale 
of the population is strengthened and at the same time is 
politically activated against the Nazi occupation. A correspond- 
ing body also exists among the youth 

The central body in Warsaw has branches in the provinces. 
One of the members describes how contact has been organised. 
“ Travelling from one city to another often spells the danger 
of death. Yet we found men, and what is more important, 
women who took on this work. At the present moment com- 
munication is established between about *0 cities, and every 
month the necessary money is transmitted to them for illegal 
activity. In all these cities committees are functioning which 
maintain contact with the people, distribute financial support, 
and impart information about the activities of the central body. 
The enthusiastic reception our secret emissaries receive 1s 
indescribable.” 


“Heroic Women 


“1 cannot describe to you,” says another report, © with 
what bravery our women are acting. Time has transformed 
them into real heroes. Our men, too, are doing their part 
admirably. It is impossible to valuate the deeds of such men 
as -untortunately they have to be replaced from time to time 
by others for fear of talling into the hands of the vigilant 
Gestapo.’ 

People who succeeded in flecing to neighbouring countries, 
actually smuggle themselves back imto Poland and report for 
revolutionary duty. Here is one letter from a Bund official 
reporting progress: “ Above all, | am fascinated with your 
son Beno (otherwise the Bund). You cannot conceive what a 
wonderful youth he is! He is so versatile and well developed. 
He shows a dauntiess spirit and firmness of purpose 1 can 
tell you that all your dreams are being realised. He is so like 
you, socmble and ready to share his innermost thoughts with 
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FOR SYNAGOGUE VESTMENTS AND fT: 
ALL RELIGIOUS ARTICLES | 
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his colleagues. His dearest friend is his cousin Felix (or Polish 
Socialist Party) whom he sees quite often.” ae 

In September, 1940, the leading body of the Bund m Warsaw 
organised the traditional celebration of the anniversary of the 
foundation of the Bund. Four hundred party members and 
175 youth members took part in this illegal mecting, and 
revolutionary songs were sung. 

The Bund publishes periodically an illegal journal in Yiddish, 
and a paper in Polish. Cities where the movement ts particularly 
active are Lodz, Lublin, and Piotrkow. ; 

Union has been established between the three illegal parties: 
the Bund, the P.P.S, and the Peasant Party, and they publish 
a common organ in Polish under the name of WoLNosc (f rec- 
dom). An article published in it on May 1 declared: “ The 
new Poland will have to rectify all former wrongs, and intro- 
duce freedom of conscience and religion for all citizens. Schools 
and universities will be opened; there will be no room for 
fights between nationalitics. The terrible sufficring of the Jewish 
people in the German-occupied Poland, the suficrings which 
we sce before our eves every day, have taught us a lesson. We 
shall tread the path of truly fraternal relationship with those 
who suffer now at the hands of our common foc.” 

A special declaration has been issued by the P.P.S. on the 
Jewish question. It is being circularised and is a good weapon 
against Hitler's anti-Jewish propaganda. 


Secret Ghetto Newspaper 


Additional details of the patriots’ activity in Poland are 
supplied by Sovier War News, the daily bulletin issued by the 
Soviet Embassy in London . 

Approximately 28 illegal newspapers and periodicals, it says, 
are being published in Poland at the present time. The majority 
of them are printed on duplicating machines. A secret paper 
even appears in. the Warsaw ehetto 
issue periodicals in Yiddish and sometimes in Polish. The 
Yiddish periodicals are the “ Bulletin,” published fortnightly, 
and the “ Voice of Youth.” monthly. “ For Our Freedom and 
Yours" is published in Polish. In spite of the fact that 
publishers and distributors of illegal literature are liabie to 
the death penalty, their work constantly axtends. Gestapo 
agents very rarely succeed in discovering illegal organisations 
and printing presses. Recently a German newspaper reported 
the trial of members of a Polish illegal organisation which 
published a newspaper.r, All were executed 

[he printing machines are hidden in the forests and other 
remote places, and are frequently transferred from one place 
to another. A woman who was suspected of knowing the 
location of an ille@al press was recently arrested in Warsaw. 
She was tortured to death but did not reveal the secret 

The police, says Sovier War NEWS, attempt to pread contusion 
by pseudo-iicgal periodicals which they distribute especially 
among peasants on markct-days, arresting those who accept 
the papers In Lublin, an agent distributed news from the 
BBC... and then gave the Gestapo the names of the recipients 
Over 300 people were arrested and many of them were shot 
but ther deaths were quickly avenged, for the Gestapo agent 
was found dead soon after 

There are also several secret anti-Pascist broadcasting stations, 
and in detiance of the death penalty large sections of the 
population systematically listen to the broadcasts [he news

WORK FOR WARSAW GHETTO 
Nazis’ Latest “‘ Labour Reserve” 


Measures to exploit the skill of Jews confined in the 
Warsaw ghetto in order to alleviate Germanys labour 
shortage are revealed in the Berlin Boersen ZerTuNG. It 
announces the opening of an office to aid German manu- 
facturers in placing orders in ghetto co-operative institutions, 

The Jews in the ghetto, says the announcement, number 
half a million—one-third of the population of Warsaw. Forty 
per cent. of them are arusans, tailors, leather workers, joiners, 
tilers, and craftsmen. It adds that the Jews have turned out 
to be good hand-workers “ within limits,” and that they can 
be used to remedy the labour shortage. German manufacturers 
in districts where the shortage ts acute are advised to “ utilise 
this reserve.” The announcement discloses that ghetto*workers 
have already been used to a limited extent to fill German orders, 
and that their work is “ satisfactory.’ 

Meanwhile the area of the ghetto has been again reduced, 
according to a Budapest report. This has had the effect of 
causing a further deterioration in living conditions. It is not 
unusual for from eight to twelve persons to have to occupy onc 
room. The expense of burials has now become prohibitive, 
and often the dead are left lying in the strect until they are 
interred without charge by the Chesed Shel Emeth Society, 

In view of the high rate of mortality in the ghetto and the 
overcrowding of its cemetery, the Nazi Commissioner in charge 
has ordered the establishment of a crematorium. 

Ry wav of movine contrast, a Jewish Telegraphic Agency mes- 
sage (quoting the Warsaw Jewish newspaper GaZeTa ZYDOWSK A) 
shows that amid all the horror of the ghetto Jewish cultural 
activities still continue. The journal reports that at last the 
first two cinemas are to be opened in the ghetto, as well as 
some public librarics. At the same time, a group of Jewish 
cultural workers is making efforts for the establishment of 
a Hebrew theatre. No fewer than four Jewish theatres already 
give regular performances. 


HUNGARIAN JEWISH SABOTEURS 
TO DIE 


Took Vengeance for Jew-Laws 


[wo Hungarian Jews, Franz Hegedish and Josef Licht, 
aged 22 and 21! respectively, have been sentenced to death 
by. a Hungarian military court for setting fire to a farm 
to which they had been sent as forced labourers. It was 
stated in court that the fire had caused great material losses 
and that the two accused Jews belonged to the “ Hashomer 
Hatzair organisation and had been traiming for setthement 
in Palestine. 

Ihe two Jews boldly admitted in court that they had set fire 
to the farm because they wished to avenge the Hungarian Jew- 
laws and because they resented the action of the Government 
in turning them into forced labourers im accordance with the 
wishes of Nazi Germany 

Five other voung Jews who were also working as forced 
labourers on the same farm have been arrested as accomplices. 

The action taken by the Jews 1s said to have deeply impressed 
Hungarian anti-Nazi circles 

A number of Jews have been arrested in Budapest on 
suspicion of having distributed Communrst teaficts the 
trects. But Hunganan Socialist leaders claim that the leaflets 
were distributed by Hunganan and German Nazis in order to 
provoke the arrests of Jews. One favourite trick of the Nazis 
s to accuse Jews of making insulting remarks against the 
Hungarian nation. The accused are not allowed to engage non- 
Jewish lawyers to defend thew cases. and little attention ts paid 
to the statements of Jewish lawyers: and so in Budapest alone 
nine Jews have been sent. to prison on these trumped-up charges. 

Recently the Hungarian police organised raids on Synagogues 
in Budapest and the provinces. Jews of Galician. origin and 
persons suspected of pro-Ally and. anti-Nazi activities were 
detained Ihe Galhcian Jews are being deported and handed 
over to the Nazis. or are being sent to forced labour camps. 
Anti-Nazi suspects are being sent to concentration camps. The 
authorities are: organising four new concentrafion camps for 
Jews, two tin Ruthenia, one in the Hungarian zene or Tran- 
syivania, and one in Central Hungary. 


HUNGARIAN PRIMATE CONDEMNS 
JEW-LAWS 


The Primate of Hungary, Cardinal Seredi, has announced his 
opposition to the Government proposals for a marriage law 
based on the Nuremberg Jew-laws. Notwithstanding Berlin’s 
orders, the Primate boldly declared that Nazi racial theories 
were contrary to the Christian creed. His declaration has created 
a storm among the Nazis, who condemn his “ failure to grasp 
the fact that Hitler is the saviour of Christianity.”’ 


GET-RICH-QUICK NAZIS 

Reports from Germany show that many of the Nazi leaders 
are amassing enormous wealth trom the contiscauion of Jewish 
belongings, especially in Poland Quantities of confiscated 
goods arrive in Germany, where “ trusted ” Nazi leaders acquire 
them from the “ Treuhand ™ organisation, which is in charge 
of them. They are then sold at huge profits. 

In Berlin, Vienna, Prague, and other cities the Nazi authori- 
ties have begun to confiscate clothes, cushions. and bed linen 
in Jewish houses The articles are distributed to bombed-out 
“Aryans” and to the new military hospitals. 

The number of shops in Berlin where Jews are allowed to 
buy food has been reduced from 14 to 6 

Jewish doctors who have been authorised to practise again on 
account of the scarcity of “Aryan doctors are not permitted 
lo engage “Aryan” nurses to assist them. And Jewish nurses 
are not allowed to assist “Aryan ” doctors. 


BIRO-BIDJAN GETS READY 


Jewish settlers in Biro-Bidjan, the Jewish autonomous 
Republic in the Soviet Far East, have welcomed the 
appeal to world Jewry made at the great Jewish meeting 
in Moscow (reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last week). 

At a crowded mecting held in Biro-Bidjan, a Jewish speaker

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VICHY PROTEST AGAINST 
ANTI-JEWISH FILM 


Affront to French Dignity 


The Nazi anti-Semitic film “Jew Suss.” now showing in 
France. has been severely criticised in a significant article in 
the Vichy periodical, Esparr, which expresses pleasure that the 
film is not the product of the French cinema, and indicates that 
it met with a hostile reception. 

“It was the Israclites,” says the article, “ who first invented 
the scapegoat, that animal on which the Community lai the 
burden of its mistakes and its sins. It was not thought shat 
such a primitive procedure would be resuscitated to-day—and, 
this time, against its authors. A film, which happily is not to 
be laid at the door of the French cinema, charges Isracl with 
all the crimes of the earth. That is a lot for a single people. 
This film does not try to cxamine scriously the Jewish problem, 
which nobody thinks of denying, but secks to besmirch 
individuals and to attack them even in their honour and private 
lives. .. . To excite the lowest and meanest passions against an 
unhappy race may be excelicnt propaganda, but the least one 
can say (and even this is not calling a spade a spade) is that 
it is neither fine, nor worthy, nor just. 

“I know,” the article adds, “ that stupidity leads to its own 
destruction, and any man of common sense will only shrug his 
shoulders on seeing this film. Nevertheless, we should be 
careful. First of all—and this is why the matter ts: important 
—hecause it is probably only the first step in a war measure 
which is destined, on many ports, to create confusion in our 
minds and alter us in that which makes us French. Secondly, 
we must not forget that stupidiuy in the hands of tmtelligent 
and unscrupulous men has shown itself to be a force that must 
be reckoned with, a force capable of overwhelming the 
untempered soul. Only by helping to maintain a certain level 
of French dignity can we contribute to the restoration of 
France, but this restoration must come from within. Let us 
thank the ‘young Frenchmen who made this plain to the 
audience.” 


Frenchmen Regret Jew-Laws 


The enforcement of the Vichy Jew-laws is not being carried 
uniformly in unoccupied France. Much depends on the caprice 
of local authorities. There are places where they are being 
enforced with great severity by officials anxious to please 
Darlan, and where the Jews were ordered to liquidate businesses 
or resign from proscribed posts by the beginning of this week. 
On the other hand, there are officals who are strongly opposed 
to all pro-Nazi measures, and who adopt a lenient attitude 
towards the Jews. But what is already noticeable is that the 
Jew-laws are adding greatly to the prevailing economic chaos, 
and that many Frenchmen keenly reerct the absence in France 
of the old policy of toleration and speak with bitterness about 
the new situation. 

To the extent that there ever was any anti-Semitic movement 
in France. it has now disappeared in face of the “ official ” anti- 
Semiticm of the Vichy Government. So declared M. André 
Diethelm, formerly private secretary to M. Georges Mandel, ex- 
Minister of the Interior in the French Cabinet, who has just 
arrived in London. M. Diethelm was the first person to visit 
M. Mandel at Bellevoisin prison, where he is still detained. 
He found him still firm and energetic, and believing implicitly 
in the imminence of British victory. 

Interviewed by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, M. Diethelm 
said that the German Government had recently informed. Vichy 
that it considered M. Reynaud and M. Mandel to be German 
prisoners in French hands, and that the French were responsible 
to Germany for them. M. Daladicr, General Gamelin, M. 
Blum. and M. Guy Lachambre. who are accused of having 
failed to ensure the defence of France, are considered by the 
Germans to be the internal concern of France alone. 


GHETTO ORDER IN FRENCH MOROCCO 


The Vichy Commissioner for Jewish Affairs, Xavier Vallat, 
recently in French North Africa, has arranged that all Jews in 
French Morocco who setiled in the European quarters after 
September 1, 1939, must move to the native quarters, where 
separate streets are to be allotted to them. Similar ghettoes are 
to be created in Tunisia and Algeria. 

According to the Vicnna_ wireless, the Sultan of Morocco 
has, at the sugeestion of Vichy, ordered a// Jews to move to 
the Jewish quarters of their towns. 

In Alveria, General Wevygand, the Vichy Delegate-General 
in Africa, has established a special department to “ study " and 
* co-ordinate’ problems of the application of the anti-Jewish 
laws. As Algeria counts as an integral part of metropolitan 
France, this probably means (says the TrleGRAPH AND 
MoraninGc Post) going slow on the whole question. 


JEWISH LOYALTY 


A Jewish librarian in Paris, M. Bloch, who had been given 
the opportunity by the French police to register as an “Honorary 
Aryan,” declined to do so on the ground that he wished to 
share the fate of his fellow-Jews and be subjected to the same 
restrictions as they were. But the authorities refused to allow 
him to register as a Jew. 


The Vichy Official Journal has published a decree exempting 
Colonel Pierre May from the provisions of the Jew-law. 

Five thousand Jews, the majority of them forcign nationals 
fsome of whom have been taken out of concentration camps) 
have been conscripted for work on an extensive system of heavy 
fortifications along the French Atlantic coast. 


LATIN AMERICA’S POST-WAR AID 
Dr. Goldmann on Tour 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chairman of the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the World Jewish Congress, is making an extended 
tour of Central and South American countries to discuss with 
Government leaders and representatives of Jewish communities 
questions relating to the future of Jewish life in Europe. 

In the course of his trip Dr. Goldmann will visit Mexico, 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Panama, Trinidad, Brazil, Uruguay, and 
Chile. A number of conferences with outstanding statesmen of 
these countries have been arranged, and their co-operation 
in bringing about an eventual restoration of rights to Jews in 
Europe at the end of the war will be sought, says a statement 
by the World Jewish Congress. 

During his stay in these countries, Dr. Goldmann will help 
to launch a number of activities in support of the efforts of 
the World Jewish Congress for the relief and reconstruction 
of Jewish life in Europe. He will also pave the way for the 
Participation of these communities in the Inter-American Jewish 
Conference to be held in Washington on October 26, 27, and 28. 

It was recently announced that the Central Committee of 
Jewish Organisations in Cuba had decided to affiliate to the 
World Jewish Congress. The Jewish Communities of Costa 
Rica, Honduras, San Salvador, and Guatemala have also 
decided to afliliate. 


NORWAY’S QUISLINGS EXPLAIN 
Nation is Pro-Jewish 


in Tromso, Norway, the Nazis organised raids on Jews on 
the pretext that they were engaged in pro-Russian activities. 
Many Jews were arrested, including students at the local school 
of commerce. One of the arrested students had to sit for his 
final examination next day, and his teacher pleaded that his 
detention should be postponed for a day in order to allow him 
to sit. The Nazi authorities not only refused to consider this, 
but also arrested the teacher for daring to speak up for a Jew. 

[he Norwegian quislings now claim to have discovered the 
secret of their failure to persuade the population to co-operate 
with the Nazi invaders. In ther Dpinion, of course, it is due 
to a vast anti-Nazi propaganda campaign conducted by 
Norwegian Jews. And so the quislings have formulated a 
plan to lock all the Jews up in forced labour camps in order 
to render their contact with non-Jews impossible. 


NAZI “ JUSTICE” 


For THE Jew: 

The Nazi court at Breslau has astounded the 
population of the city, including even many Nazis, 
by imposing the death penalty on a Jew for an alleged 
™ Rassenschande " (race pollution) offence. The sen- 
tenced Jew, Benno Zadik, is only 22 years old. 


For THE “ ARYAN ™: 

* The penal court at Cuxhaven has sentenced ’ 
aged 45, to three years’ hard labour for committing 
immoral offences against his two daughters, aged 8 
; and 9 respectively, and violent rape of his daughter, 
aged 14. The court denied any mitigating circum- 
stances.”— HAMBURGER FPREMDENBLATT. 


TWO YEARS AFTER THE INVASION 
Polish Jewry Lives On 


A meeting in commemoration of the second anniversary of 
the Nazi imvasion of Poland was organised by the Union of 
Polish Zionists m Great Britain and Ireland (the “ Nahum 
Sokolow ™ Society) last week at the Beth-Am, 153, Finchley 
Road, N.W.6. Mr. Joseph Fracnkel was in the chair. 

[Ihe speakers were Dr. Celina Sokolow, Mr. Rubin Merkin 
(who spoke for the Council of Polish Jews in Great Britain and 
the Association of Polish Jewish Citizens in Great Britain), 
Mr. Heiber (Federation of Polish Jews in Great Brita and 
Ireland), Mr. A. M. Karer (Polish Jewish Refugee Fund); Dr. 
Gelicbter (for the Polish section of the New Zionist Organisa- 
tion), Dr. L.. Merkin (for the “ Nahum Sokolow ™ Society). and 
Dr. t. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish National 
Council, who gave a. survey of the position of Polish Jews 
under Hitler rule, and the common fight of Poles and Polish 
Jews for liberation from the Nazi yoke and for equality of 
rights in a democratic and reconstituted Poland. 

The speakers unanimously expressed their support for a 
united effort of Polish Jewry in. exile to help to bring about a 
speedy victory for Britain, Poland, and their Allies, and the 
necessity Of preparation for an economic and political restora- 
tion of Polish Jewry after the war 

A laree number of Polish Jews also attended a memorial 
meeting held at the “Ose Hall, Stamford Hill, London, N., 
to commemorate the outbreak of war and honour the thousands 
of Polish Jews who had died at the hands of the Nazis in 


.Poland. The meeting was arranged by the Council of Polish 


Jews in co-operation -with the Association of Polish Jewish 
Citizens in Great Britain, the Revisionists, the Aguda, and other 
organisations. Mr. B. Margulies was in the chair 

After the Haskara and El Mole Rachamim had been recited 
by Rabbi Albech, the Chairman said that they had met not 
only to pay tribute to the dead, but also to remember those 
who were living under the Nazi yoke. 


Doubts About the Future 


Mr. Morris Myer said that he could not help being apprchen- 
sive about the future of Polish Jewry. If some Poles could 
say what they say and do what they do in these free shores, 
where they are strangers, what would they say and do to the 
Jews when they returned to their own country? 

Mr. J. Cang said that when Polish Jews gathered to pay 
tribute to their brethren fighting stubbornly against the Nazi 
enemy, and mourned their own fallen heroes, they must not 
forget their’ fellow-suflerers, the Poles. Jews all over the 
world, and particularly Polish Jews, felt with the Poles in the 
tragedy. “ There can be no justice in Europe,” he said, “ with- 
out justice for Poland, and there can be no just Poland without 
justice for the Jews there.” 

Dr. Gelichter said that the Revisionists would continue their 
policy of voluntary emigration, and would seek to establish 
contacts with the Polish Government and the Allied Govern- 
ments. 

Resolutions were passed expressing solidarity with the Jews 
in Poland: calling on all Jews to unite against Nazism: and 
urging the Polish Government to give to the Jews in Poland 
the assurance that they will be accorded full rights 

Mr. Stenzel recited 2 poem in honour of the fallen Polish 
Jews, and the Chairman concluded by an appeal for unity and 
co-operation. 


The great contribution of Polish Jewry to Poland's heroic 
struggle for freedom aad independence is stressed in a message 
sent by Dr. Schwarzbart on the occasion of the commemoration 
of the anniversary by Polish Jewry in Palestine. 

* Polish Jewry, together with millions of our brethren suffer- 
ing in Europe under Hitler's yoke, is not only suffering, but is 
also fighting, proud of its sacrifices,” he wrote. “ Polish Jewry 
has the firm belief. that in the new order to come, which will 
be built by the victory of Great Britain and her Allies, the 
Jewish nation will again live and create in full independence in 
Eretz Yisrael, and in full freedom in the whole of Europe purged 
of German tyranny.” 

To mark the anniversary Dr. Schwarzhbart broadcast a messag 
to Polish Jewry in Poland in the Polish News Service of the 
B.BC. on Saturday evening. 

“United by common sufferings, the common fight, and 
common hopes,”’ he declared, “ Polish Jewry is fighting, together 
with the Polish nation and with the Polish population, for a 
liberated. strong, independent, and democratic Poland. Polish 
Jews are taking a great part im this historic struggle. We shall 
not be lacking in the ranks of the Polish Army wherever it will 
be created. Tens of thousands from among ‘us will join the 
Polish Army which, after the new Russo-Polish agreement, is 
now in process of creation. In a free Poland the walls of the 
ghettoes will crumble, and all wrongs will be righted. Free 
men and free nations, and we Polish Jews with them, shall all 
see the day of-freedom and victory arrive.” 


RELIEF FOR JEWISH WAR VICTIMS 
IN RUSSIA 


The question of organising relief for Jewish war victims in 
Russia was considered at a joint meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittees of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations and 
the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund last week. Professor 5. 
Brodetsky attended. 

Mr. Morris Myer, who presided, described the difficulties 
confronting them in the organisation of relicf for the war 
victims, he problem embraced not only the Polish Jewish 
deportees in Russia, but many thousands of forcign Jews— 
Germans, Austrians, Hungarians, Latvians L wthuanians, 
Rumanians, and others—who had found refuge in Russia. The 
American Joint Distribution Committee was facing the same 
problem. According to a cable to the Federation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations, the Joint is now discussing with various 
groups the possibilities of relief work in Russia, and would 
welcome co-operation. 

Professor Brodetsky said that relief for the Polish deportees 
must be undertaken by the Polish Government; while the Sovict 
authoritics should care for their own nationals. It remained 
for them to undertake relief for the foreign Jews particu- 
larly the Stateless ones. But before considering the possibilities 
of relicf on their behalf, it was essential to ascertain their 
political status and what the Sovict Government was prepared 
to do for them. He proposed that the political side of the 
problem be first considered by the Joint Foreign Committee of 
the Board of Deputies. 

Rabbi A. I. Twersky submitted a cable received from Rabbi 
Schneecrson, the Rabbi of Lubavitch, who is at present in the 
U.S.A., urging the sending of a delegation to Russia, to be com- 
posed of representatives of American relief organisations and 
the London Relief Federation. This proposal was supported 
by the Chief Rabbi. 

It was finally resolved that the relicf question, as well as 
the sending of a delegation, be dealt with after the considera- 
tion of the legal issue by the Joint Forcign Commitiec. 


JEWS IN POLISH DELEGATION TO RUSSIA 


Dr. Hartelas, a former member of the Polish Sejm, and 
Rabbi Sorotskin, of the Agudat Israel, will probably form part 
of the Polish delegation shortly to leave Palestine for Russia. 

The Polish Government has agreed to the appointment of a 
Jew as a member of the Embassy staff. 


HOLY-DAY SERVICES FOR POLISH-JEWISH 
SOLDIERS 


Relations between Jewish and non-Jewish officers and men 
in the Polish Army are definitely improving. This is the view 
(as stated to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) of Major Melcer 
and Captain Klepfisz, Chaplains to the Polish Army in Britain. 
Fhe improvement is said to be especially marked since General 
Sikorski's recent address to the Polish troops in Scotland, when 
he denounced attempts to introduce politics into the Army. 

Major Melcer and Captain Klepfisz recently conferred with 
the Board of Deputies and other Jewish bodies on the arranee- 
ments being made.for services for Polish Jewish soldiers for 
the High Holy-Days. 

It is reported that the Polish military authorities are granting 
leave to half of the Jewish soldiers to spend Sabbath in a 
town im Scotland, where they have the opportunity of conduct- 
ing religious services and gencrally engaging in social inter- 
course: The Executive Committce of the Polish Jewish Refugce 
Fund has granted £50 towards the cost.

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THROWING AWAY 
AMERICAN SUPPORT 


IN a letier, to which The Times gave deserved promi- 
nence last week and which has come as an invigorating 
cold douche to deluded wish-thinkers, Mr. Philip 
Hewitt-Myring rudely handled the “ fools’ paradise ” in 
which so many in this country live, and where the 
delusion flourishes that all we have to do now is to keep 
Hitler at bay until American deliveries win the war for 
us. He warned us that the American President, whose 
powers are strictly limited, has to face the most bitter 
and determined opposition from vast and important 
sections of his countrymen; that we are not at the 
moment getting aid from America on a scale that could 
be described, even by the wildest stretch of imagination, 
as “overwhelming,” and that there is absolutely no 
guarantee that we will get it this year, next year, some 
time, or, indeed, ever! 

These are grave statements. It cannot be gainsaid that, 
even when taking into consideration all the difficulties, 
to an appreciable extent the volume of opposition in 
America to aid for Britain, real practical aid as distinct 
from fine words and the rumbling wind of Congress 
oratory, is the measure of the failure of British propa- 
ganda amongst the people of the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been waging a tremendous and 
historic battle with his opponents, the honest and the 
not-so-honest. In what he has succeeded by masterly 
persuasion in doing, he has come near to performing a 
modern miracle. Has British propaganda, using the 
phrase in -its widest sense, helped him in his mighty 
eflorts? Remember, this giant among statesmen has 
had to battle not only against prejudices and “ ancient 
grudges,’ but against corruption worked by the enor- 
mous German credits in the United States, which the 
blockade set free for this filthy work, corruption so 
widespread that, as a cynical saying has it, the best 
get-rich-quick racket in the States is Isolationism. The 
great President might have been powerfully assisted by 
systematic well-organised propaganda among the very 
many anti-Nazi and anti-Fascist Germans and Italians 
m America, among the Scandinavians and Poles who 
have seen their countries of origin overrun and their 
peoples murdered and tortured. But, compared with 
Goebbels’ work, handicapped though that master of 
mendacity has been by the worst possible case, British 
eflorts have fallen woefully short. 

As for the four million or so American Jews, our 
methods with them have been feeble in the 
extreme. Estimable gentlemen from this side have 
been granted facilities for crossing to the States. But 
they have, in almost all cases, been men of second-rate 
calibre from the point of view of stirring enthusiasm 
for the British cause, which is humanity’s cause, and 
had no claim to represent the Jewish Community here. 
The fruits of this work have been correspondingly 
poor, and sometimes even ridiculous. Added to this, 
rousing Jewish enthusiasm for Britain in American 
Jewry is a task which has been rendered increasingly 
difficult by the obstinate stupidity of the Foreign and 
Colonial Offices and their apparent indifference to 
Jewish opinion. Inthe last war Jewish proponents of 
the Allied Cause could hold out the prospect of a Jewish 
Palestine in the event of Allied victory as one more 
reason added to others more general for supporting the 
Allies in their liberating struggle. This time our emissar- 
ies Must go forth empty-handed, and even while engaged 
im their task have to contend with such handicaps as 
Mr. Eden’s: snub and the egregious Middle East 
Exhibition. This is not the sort of material to rouse 
American Jews’ enthusiasm for Britain. One does not 
pluck enthusiasm from frustrated hopes, any more than 
one gathers grapes from thorns or figs from thistles. 
li is easy to say that American Jews should remember 
that this war is one for the freedom of all peoples, 
including Jews, and that Jewish rights in Palestine form 
only a subsidiary issue, and that m any case, as Hitler 
is the Jew-slayer par excellence, Jews should not need 
any stimulation to join his antagonists. In a country 
three thousand miles away, and in which Isolationism 
has flourished in spite of the nature of Britain's fight, 
Jews can scarcely fail to be affected when disappoint- 
ment and a sense of betrayal creep into, and ia some 
cases perhaps corrode, aheir devotion to the larger and 
more comprehensive purpose. 

It is all very well for Professor Bentwich, in a letter 
which we publish in this issue, to cite the Prime 
Minister's warning that “if we do not forget our 
‘yesterdays, we’ may sacrifice our to-morrows.” The 
Jewish grievances concerning the Jewish National 
Home and Jewish National hopes are very much of 
to-day-—as the examples, a few out of many, given by 
Mr. Ben Gurion this week prove. Jews know only too 
well that these melancholy “ yesterdays" and “ to- 
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days ” will continue into to-morrow, and the days and 
the weeks and the months after them, unless there ts a 
radical change of attitude towards the Arabs and Jews 
on the part of certain Government Departments. It 
would be a very potent consideration if Jews could see 
any advantage to Britain’s war effort from this studied 
snubbing and discouragement of the Jewish Palestipe 
ideal. But quite the reverse is the case. No advantage, 
but actually serious damage, to Britain's Cause must 
come from pandering by weakness to Arab vanity, 
from submitting to the influence of the silly legend 
about the romantic halo-mnged Arab, which is fit only 
for sentimental girls, and not for robust minds which 
know the Arab for a very shrewd realist ready to be in 
with the winning side and not oppressed by considera- 
tions of merit or gratitude. Nothing but harm will 
come so long as the “force” which the Atlantic 
Charter promised all peoples to ban ceases to 
dominate British authorities in their, dealings with 
Arab threats, real of imaginary. Here is a very clear 
case for Mr. H. G. Wells’s. warning in the Daily Mail 
this week when he bluntly told certain British officials 
that they must “subordinate their political preposses- 
sions to their duty. He who is not with us is against 

The discussion of these urgent matters involves no 
disregard of the gravity of the national emergency. 
It is, on the contrary, dictated by a loyal anxiety for 
Britain's true interests which call for honest speech and 


the branding of folly and mistakes. “ The Dictators,” ° 


declares the new Minister of Information, “ hate a free 
press because they fear it; but a‘ yes’ press is a menace 
to good government. .. . Hitler is Public Enemy No. I. 
Public Enemy No. 2 is complacency.” 

These are good working maxims to go on in this 
still, thank goodness, democratic land. 


INTERCESSION 


ruHat the Synagogues will be filled next Sunday on the 
occasion of the National Day of Prayer can, we hope, be 
taken for granted. For there is much, alas! to draw us 
thither—much to reflect’ upon, much-to grieve for, much 
to hope and plead for, much to help us to resolve upon, 
to shape our future course. The why and the wherefore 
of the deadly struggle in which Britain ts locked 1s plainly 
yet eloquently stated in the Chief Rabbi's special prayer: 
“ Verily, in a cause of righteousness and loyalty have we 
gone out to war. It is to keep our covenant im taithfulness 
that the sons of Britain are imperilling then lives unto death ; 
to rescue guiltless nations from the fury of the oppressor, 
and to cause desolations and abominable dealings to cease on 
carth.” 


It as, as the Chief Rabbi's words remind us, that human 
life. the gift of Heaven, shall be worthy of its Giver, that 
men may be able to call ther lives -their own, 
and that peace shall reign im every’ heart, that 
this war is being fought Britain and -her 
Allies. These elemental blessings--the rights of all born 
into. this world-—can be gathered only through the 
efforts of cach and every man and woman among.us, and 
in reliance upon that righteousness of our quarrel 
which mirrors the justice of the Judgment Seat. It 1s well, 
then, that we draw near to the Grand Arbiter of human 
destiny and commune with Him. . From that. purpose 
achieved, reflecting impressively the stilling of all partisan 
controversies in the land, we cannot but come away with 
courage heightened and fortitude steecled to this 
struggle. this veritable controversy of the Lord with the 
nations, through to the dawn of a better and happier dav. 


VICHY'S LUCID INTERVAL 

It is good to. know that the wicked madness of the 
anti-Jewish cult is not being accepted by at least one 
“in business association” with. Messrs. Hit. and 
Muss.—-to wit, the Vichy French. Even among these victims 
of growing suppression the protest has become vocal. The 
Nazis produced for the screen a vile perversion of the 
“Jew Siiss © story, which ts at this moment being shown by 
Nazi orders in France. It is meeting with a hostile recep- 
tion, and the Vichy periodical Esprit has dared openly to 
attack wt. This film, 1 declares, “ which happily is not to 
be laid at the door of the French cinema,” charges Israel 
with all the crimes of the earth—seeking merely to besmirch 
individuals and assail them even in their honour and private 
lives. “ To excite the lowest and meanest passions against 
an unhappy race may be excellent propaganda, but the 
least One can say (and even this is not calling a spade a 
spade) is that it is neither fine, nor worthy, nor just.” Of 
course, there is nothing more damnable in the film in 
question than in any of the other efforts of the contemptible 
Nazis. The specially gratifying factor, however, in the 
case of the “Jew Siiss” horror is that the draconian Vichy 
censorship has allowed the protest to appear, a fact from 
which one may perhaps deduce that this anti-Jewish 
debauch in France is not to the liking of, at any rate. an 
important minority in the Vichy crowd. Certainly the 
courageous Esprit seizes the heart of the matter when it 
warns Frenchmen that such “ war measures ~ can only lead 
to confusion in the public mind, if not to the * overwhelm- 
ing of the untempered soul.” “ Only by helping to maintain 
a certain level of French dignity,” it adds, “can we 
contribute to the restoration of France. but this restoration 
must come from within.” The marvel is that any French- 
man, Italian, or even Jap should fail to see that from the 
moment he rubs shoulders with the Nazi footpads his 


dignity and self-respect are as good as dead! 


WHO'S TO BLAME? 


IN the vigorous protest which the Press this week has 
made against certain half-measures, rumoured 
suggested, in the settlement with the Iranian authorities, 
our contemporaries ought to receive the strongest support 
of all who have learned the cost of flabbiness towards 
Germany, and who refuse to be beguiled or bamboozled 
any longer. There is, in this case, a report that non- 
official Germans will merely be ordered to leave the country 
within a week. Better, it is argued, that they be locked 
in a place where they could be up to no more mischief. 
To let them go is simply to release them on new victims 
and help prepare new disasters for Britain and her Allies. 
It is also suggested—and this is truly astonishing—that the 
German Legation should be allowed to remain on in 
Teheran, though with a diminished staff. In the light of 
experience, this would be sheer madness.  Every- 
where. as we know to our cost, German Embassies 
have been cynically misused as hotbeds of Nazi intrigue, 
sabotage, and espionage. Their diplomatic bags have been 
employed as privileged carriers of treacherous corre- 
spondence, and, in fact, as a vital channel of communica- 
tion for the Nazi forces of disruption. Why, then, should 
the German Minister be permitted to carry on, instead of 
being handed his passports, or, to follow Nazi example, 
placed under arrest, while his possessions are carefully 
examined” 


BY THEIR DEEDS YE SHALL KNOW THEM 


To leave him where he is, diplomatic bags and all, 
merely in ofder to preserve an outward show of respect 
for Iran's independence, is surely to pay an outrageous 
price and take totally unjustifiable risks for a mere symbol, 
a piece of idiocy which the Nazi realists would warmly 
welcome with loud laughs of scorn. There.is something 
extraordinary in this softness, even remotely smelling of the 
old and disastrous hesitations and weaknesses which brovugnt 
France low and our own country to the brink of destruc- 
tion. Can it be that the old attitudes and sentiments, the 
old kid-glovery towards Germany, and even the old fears 
of a certain other country, are dying hard and are 
still potent for mischief? Perhaps the originators of this 
“softness” are not quite so “soft” as those who are induced 
to implement their policy of innocent assistance to the 
enemy. Perhaps. to the persistence of these “ originators,” 
énirenched deep down in some little unobtrustive coterie of 
great influence, may be attributed many more apparently 
idiotic blanders which have helped the enemy. Such 
persons, however “ high up ~ and “ well connected,” should 
be ruthlessly, immobilised, if we are to get under way to 
victory, 


THE PRESS AND THE JEW 

THe recent broadcast in which the Rev. W. W. Simpson 
compared the prominence given in the press to the religious 
denomination of Jewish culprits with its silence. on the same 
point, in cases of meritorious acts by Jews, elicited a strong 
protest by that talented columnist, Mr. William Hickey, 
who appeared to regard Mr. Simpson's remarks as a reflec- 
tion on his fellow-craftsmen. No one, of Course. would 
charge the British Press generally with any anti-Jewish 
prejudice, especially at this moment when such an attitude 
would be quite out of keeping with the professions of 
Britain and her Allies in the war which they are waging. 
Yet it would be idle to deny that too frequently papers 
tend t© stress the Jewishness of a delinquent while the 
same attribute in many Jewish benefactors of their kind 
iS ignored, 


THREE INSTANCES 


SOMETIMES, as Dr. Aron Cohen reminds us, in a letter 
in this issue, there is no outright description of a defendant 
as a Jew. There are more ways of killing:a cat than by 
choking « with hot butter, and in the case of the Jew he 
can, for instance, be described, innocently or with malice. 
as “of Jewish appearance,” as in a recent instance of a 
certain “wanted” man. A _ glance through one week's 
Press cuttings has revealed three examples where direct and 
pointed references to Jewish origin have been made in 
cases scarcely reflecting honour—all, be it said. in Pro- 
vincial papers. Thus the report of an_ unpleasant 
“conchy ” case bore. in one paper, the headline “* The 
Jew,’ and in another journal the headline: “ English Jew 
Blames England “words clearly capable of conveying the 
suggestion to the simple or ignorant or the already partly 
prejudiced that all Jews were minded as this particular 
perverse objector, who held that Germany had been 
grievously wronged before the war and that this war was 
therefore unjust. In the third case a youth of nineieen 
was convicted of trespassing and making a false statement 
to the police. The accused's solicitor had stated. for some 
unapparent reason, that he was of Jewish extraction. 


" Whereupon the report was headed: “ Dublin Jew Jailed.” 


Now it is obvious that all this harping on community or 
religion is either merely irrelevant and illogical, or else 
is such as to play, intentionally or not, straight into. the 
hands of the anti-Semitic International, who must surely 
go daily on their knees and pray for more and more such 
gifts from guileless and casual or ill-disposed newspaper 
men. Some of these individuals responsible for this kind 
of journalism are probably quite unaware that these agents 
of the sinister anti-Semitic International are lying in wait, 
Or perhaps even that they exist. Often such lapses are 


unknown to the journalists’ employers. It has certainly to 


be recorded in fairness that when attention has been called 
to offences of this kind it has invariably elicited from 
responsible editors wholehearted regret.

EASING THE REFUGEE’S LOT 
Manchester Committee’s Valuable Work 


[From our Correspondent) 


Many recent useful activities of the Manchester Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee, 26, Corporation Street, are summar- 
ised in a report just issued. 

During July, says the summary, nearly S00 persons were 
= interviews, at which problems of rclease from internment, 

usiness, employment, education, health, holidays, as well as 
general wellare, were discussed and frequently solved. Govern- 
ment Ministries (Labour, Health, Education) have been con- 
tacted; and in every instance the Commitice was given all 

sible assistance. The number of releases from internment 
1s now naturally decreasing, as the number of interned refugees 
in this country is now comparatively small. Everything possible 
is being done to obtain the release of all genuine refugees. 
Commitice submitted a scheme to Bloomsbury House, which was 
accepted by the Home Office, whereby refugees whose release 
was held up because they had nd home to go to could give 
Kershaw House and other hostels in Manchester as their 
temporary home. 

Of the several hundred male refugees who have recently 
arrived in this country from internment camps in Australia and 
Canada, a number have come to Manchester. The majority 
have joined the Pioneer Corps or are: doing other work of 
national importance; all have been found employment. Some 
5O refugees in this area, on reaching the age of 16, had to 
present themselves to the Regional Advisory Committee for 
classification All of them received the assistance of the 
Refugees’ Committee. They were classified Category C (friendly 
aliens). The Industrial Sub-Committee has placed many 
refugees in employment. Sixteen refugees between the ages of

CONVERSIONIST ACTIVITY IN OXFORD 
Refugee Influx as “ English People’s Opportunity v 
(From our Correspondent) 


An interview which three leading members of the 
Jewish Community in Oxford recently had with the vicar 
of a local church was the result of alleged conversionist 
activity im the city. Seven Jewish refugees are said to 
have become converted in Oxford during the past year, 
they included children, according to one report, but 
another report denies this, and says that one evacuee child 
who was in danger of conversion by her foster-mother had 
been safeguarded. 

In the interview the vicar—at whose church the baptisms took 
place—said that he was not in any way responsible for the 
missionary activity, although he baptised persons who voluntarily 
came to him 

At the Ruridecanal Conference held at Abingdon (near 
Oxtord) last month a woman speaker, who dealt with the 
Jewish problem, said there was a slow growth of anti-Semitism 
in thrs country, caused mainly through the refueces and 
evacuees. [here were, she said, 60.000 or 70.000 Jewish 
retugees here. She said that God had given the English people 
an opportunity and privilege such as it had not had for 
centuries, and that it was up to Christians to realise that a 
whole mission field had been set down in their midst. The Jew. 
as an mdividual, was heartbroken and yearning for something 
to turn to, and it was up to Christians to witness to the saving 
powers of the hope and glory of Christ. She added that the 
English Jews had assisted their less fortunate compatriots in 
a manner out of all proportion to their numbers 

Dr. Cecil Roth. in a letter which was published in the local 
Oxford journal, said that the speech reminded him of the 
episode when, on the expulsion of the Jews from Spain, monks 
went amongst them with a Crucifix in one arm and loaves of 
bread in the other, tempting them to barter their conscience for 
food ; and he declared that he had discovered, “ with a sense 
of surprise and shame,” that Oxford was 4 “ hotbed of con- 
versionist activity,” and that a series of baptisms had been 
carried out recently in its principal churches. 


LEEDS GUARDIANS AND LORD 
MAYOR ELECT 


Promoting Jewish-Christian Fellowship 


[From our Correspondent] 


At a committee meeting of the Leeds Jewish Board of 
Guardians. held at the Board Rooms last week, Mr. W. 
Kristall expressed to the President, Alderman H. Morris, 
J.P. (who was in the chair) and Mrs. Morris the congratula- 
tions of the Board on their appointment as Lord Mayor and 
Lady Mayoress elect. The dignitaries of Leeds, said the 
speaker, had recognised in Alderman Hyman Morris a true 
Jew, a great communal worker, and a worthy citizen. 

The Rev. I. Landau said that Alderman Morris had done 
more than anyone in the city to foster good relationship between 
Jew and Gentile, and he felt sure that while holding the office 
of Lord Mayor he would further that relationship. 

Alderman Morris said he was indeed conscious of the honour 
which had been bestowed upon the Jewish Community by his 
appointment. Whenever the opportunity arose he would 
endeavour to strengthen cxisting relations between Jew and 
Gentile, for such friendly relations would be for the betterment 
of the city. 

Submitting the statement of accounts, the Vice-Chairman of 
the Finance Commitice, Mr. IL. Graham, said that weekly and 
temporary relief amounted approximately to £2,655, and the 
bank deficit was approaching £1,200. Payments on behalf of 
the Evacuee Fund amounted to £1,435. Mr. L. N. Labofski, 


‘Chairman of the Victor Lightman Loan Fund Committee, said 


that since the beginning of February the sum of £1,166 had been 
advanced in loans to 53 borrowers, whilst repayments had 
amounted to £1,406. The average weekly repayments during the 
past seven weeks amounted to £43, and loans advanced to £26. 

Mrs. B. Waldenberg appealed for increased clothing supplics, 
and reported that a donation of £10 10s. received from the 
Junior Ladies’ Aid would be used for providing wearing apparel. 

The President said that with the approach of the High 
Festivals the work in connection with the annual appeal would 
have to be proceeded with. The moneys which accrued from 
this appeal constituted approximately one-half of the annual 
income. This year, more than any in the past, this iacome 
should be maintained,. and, where possible, substantially 


increased.

TRADERS WHO ENDANGER THE 
COMMUNITY 


“Disturbing Dimensions” of Anti-Semitism 
T.A.C. CHAIRMAN IN GLASGOW 


Addressing a meeting on Tuesday of Glasgow traders 
who had met with a view to forming an area council of 
the Trades Advisory Council in the city, Mr. Alec Nathan, 
Chairman of the T.A.C., gave a record of what had been 
done during the first 12 months of the Council's existence. 

More than 100 complaints, he said, had been investigated. 
Every case had been a potential source of anti-Semitism and 
ihe satisfactory adjustment of cach of them has been of real 
value to Jewry. Not only were complaints about small and 
petty traders dealt with, but the same consideration was given 
to complaints receiwed about large firms. Labour disputes 
which otherwise would have developed into strikes had been 
handled successfully. 

Among other activities, went on the speaker, the T.A.C. had 
carried Out an imvestigation into the food, trade and black 
market operations, and into the way some of the present regu- 
lations inflicted hardship on honest traders and assisted the 
dishonest ones. In interviews with Miss Campbell, Chief 
Enforcement Officer of the London Area, they had raised the 
question of unfair methods that were adopted by certain 
MO.F. officials to collect evidence against Jewish traders. 
Miss Campbell had been entirely sympathetic, and surprised 
that such methods were adopted, and said that they were with- 
out her authority or knowledge and were entirely repugnant 
to her sense of fair play and British justice. She undertook 
to make her own. inquiry, and if what the Council stated were 
proven, to take immediate action in the matter. 

Mr. Nathan spoke of the Area Councils already formed in 
Leeds and Manchester, and said that, in his opinion, it was 
vitally necessary that there should be uniformity in the work 
and actions of the various T.A.C.’s. He did not mean, he said, 
that London T.A.C. should control the handling of local 
problems, but when actions are necessary which might affect 
lewry as a whole, then, before action was taken, the London 
r AC. should be consulted. 


After dealing further with the concern of the T.AC. to 


prevent the development of anti-Semitism, the speaker said: 


“Some of you may think that I have an obsession regarding 
ihe growth and development of anti-Semitasm and an altogether 
ciaggerated idea of its incidence and importance. My answet 
te that rs that I am in a better position than a man in a parti- 
cular locality to measure its rapid development throughout the 
country, particularly in the last 12 months, as evidence of this 
development accumulates from all over the country and comeés 
to the London office. Within the last few months I have been 
called m to mect three M.P.s who were disturbed by the rapid 
vrowth of anti-Jewish fecling and fearful of us effect § if 
iliowed to go unchecked, not only upon the Jews but on the 
f;sentile community. They wanted to know if we Jews were 
‘ive to this fact and what we were doing to combat it. 


Government: Circles Worried 


‘I have also had meetings with four men holding very 
important editorial positions on newspapers with a national 
circulation, who wanted to discuss this matter with me as 
Chairman of the T.A.C. for the same reason as the members 
of Parliament, and lastly, | was recently called into a con- 
sultation that was prompted by high Government circles, who 
were worried about this same fact, and urged that something 
should be done to combat it. There is no doubt that anti- 
Semitism must have grown to disturbing dimensions when 
people ot such importance, during Britain's greatest hour, 
should be concerned and worried, and desirous to know what 
was bemg done to stem its development. 

‘Some of you may say, ‘why doesn't the Government do 
comething?’ I say that it ts our function to form and mould 
public opimon, and the action that vou can take ts to form a 

AC. that you may... in your own locality, mould a more 
favourable opinion towards Jewry in your city. If we can do 
ths m every town and city in Great Britain, then we will ‘be 
fettiag some results.”

waiting On opportunity and. circumstances to make antt- 


emitism a living force. It was. utterly useless for Jews to 
think it might happen elsewhere but could not happen in their 
town. They could be sure that their enemies were keeping 
records of all prosecutions and misdeeds of Jews which would 
be brought out at. a suitable time to be used against them, 
just as they could be sure that to-day those prosecutions were 
developing a bad public opinion and a bad press towards the 
Jews 

‘ Unless,” concluded) Mr. Nathan, “those erring Jews are 
put right and prevented from using the nation’s trial for their 
own selfish gains: unless: they are made conscious of the 
permanent harm they are doing to themselves and Jewry. the 
amount of energy snent on your children’s education will be 
wasted. and they will be prevented at a later date from taking 
their rightful place in this freedom-loving land.” 


JEWRY’S “BLUE PRINT” FOR PEACE 


Mr. Easterman Opens Glasgow Victory Campaign 


Glasgow's Victory Campaign for land in Palestine was 
launched when Mr. A. L. Easterman addressed a gathering 
of Glasgow’s Jewish citizens from whom the Campaign 
Committee has been elected. 

For the Jewish people,’ said Mr. Easterman, “ the era of 
the peace will be no less critical than that ot the war and the 
dreadful Hitlerite catastrophe that preceded it. Jewry must 
prepare for it now or slip into chaos.” When the new Peace 
Conference assembles, the Jews would be asked what was their 
plain for the future of the Jewish people. _ The five millions of 
Hitler's Jewish victims in Europe would likewise ask Jewish 
leaders what they proposed to do. This time Jewry must present 
a concrete plan based on realities. They must produce a proper 
Blue Print, scientifically worked out in accordance with con- 
crete tactors. The only concrete factor in Jewish life was 
Palestine. There was no other. The Poles, Czechs, Dutch, 
and other dispossessed peoples would doubtless return to their 
ands, The Jews must be given the right to return to the one 
piace where they could be assured freedom—Palestince.

GLASGOW RAISES £5,000 FOR 
DEPUTIES’ APPEAL 


Advisory Bureau Imperative 
[From our Correspondent] 


More than £5,000 has been raised in Glasgow for the 
Board of Deputies’ Appeal, and subscriptions are still being 
received, 

Giving this information at a meeting of the Glasgow Jewish 
Representative Council last week, Mr. Michael Black, Treasurer 
of the Committee which has conducted the campaign in the 
West of Scotland, said that the number of subscribers to date 
was 250. He announced that they had received £500 from the 
Board of Deputies, and this sum had been handed over to the 
Glasgow Jewish Evacuce Hostels Committee. 

A statement on the Advisory Bureau, which is to be estab- 
lished for giving advice to members of the Community affected 
by enemy action, was made by Mr. George Spilg, who declared 
that it was imperative there should be some centre where Jewish 
people could seek guidance in an emergency. Besides dealing with 
problems arising from raids. the bureau, said Mr. Spilg, would 
give advice on pensions, allowances, and other matters. It 
would be open every Sunday morning in the Board of Guardians 
Rooms, Thistle Street. 

On the question of accommodating Jewish families who might 
be rendered homeless by raids, Mr. Spilg said that a list had 
been compiled of Jewish households suitable for billeting 
purposes. He also said that an arrangement had been reached 
with the Glasgow Corporation whereby the Gorbals Rest Centre 
would, in the future, be mainly staffed by Jewish volunteers. 

The Council unanimously decided to recommend the Com- 


munity to give its support to the Palestine Victory Campaign. 
A recommendation that the Community should support the 
Joint Emergency Committee's scheme for the reorganisation of 
Jewish education was also approved. 

It was decided to approach the Polish-Jewish Refugee Com- 
mittee, London, to ascertain the legal position of a number of 
Jewish soldiers attached to the Polish Forces in Scotland. 
These men, although born in Poland, had not been resident 
in that country, but had been conscripted into the Polish Army 
which was serving on the Continent last year. They were, for 
one reason or another, unfit for further service, and some doubt 
has arisen as to their standing ; 

Mr. Benjamin Strump, J.P.. President of the Council, was in 
the chair. 


TALMUD TORAH FINANCES 


The financial position of the Giasgow Talmud Torah was 
reviewed at a recent mecting of the Council. Mr. L. Daets, J.P., 
who presided, said they would need £1,300 to meet expendi- 
ture up to the end of the current year, and he was confident 
that this sum would be raised as a result of the Rosh Hashana 
Appeal, and the gathering of outstanding subscriptions and 
contributions by the Ladies’ Socicty. 

Mr. Dacts said they had been able to make a substantial 
reduction in their bank overdraft as a result of the moncy 
received through the Covenant Scheme, and he thanked Mr. 
Mellick for his efforts in this direction. 

Dr. M. Friedlander, Headmaster, announced that plans 
had been completed for the opening of classes in various districts 
in the West of Scotland, where Jewish children had been 
evacuated. 

Mr. Filis Isaacs, M.BE.. J.P, was elected Vice-Chairman, 
in succession to the late Mr. Leon Jackson.

JEREVITCH PLAN PARTLY 
REVEALED 


Will it Bring Peace to Cardiff ? 


(From our Correspondent) 


At the Cory Hall, Cardiff, famous for important meet- 
ing and political announcements, the Rev. H. Jerevitch's 
new plan for Cardiff Jewry was revealed-—-or partly 
revealed—-on Sunday evening. 

About 120 people attended in response to circulars sent out 
to the Community. After Rabbi M. E. Rogosnitzky had given 
the proceedings his blessing, the Rev. H. Jerevitch said he had 
called the meeting with the authority of the Chief Rabbi. He 
reviewed the dissensions in Cardiff and deplored the failure of 
congregational leaders, after endicss talk of amalgamation, to 
get results. Recently, said, the two councils had got together, 
and it took 80 minutes before they decided who was to preside 
over the mecting. Determined to end dissension and raise 
Cardiff to a position of dignity he had formulated a plan. It 
was as simple as A.B.C., but he was not going to give it ‘in 
full that day—he would need a further meeting for ts final 
exposition. Mr. Jerevitch then called on Mr. M. J. Cohen to 
unfold the plan. 

Mr. Henry Silver, Presidem of the Cathedral Road Con- 
gregation, who asked, and was. granted, permission to speak, 
inquired why Mr. Jerevitch had called that mecting when he 
knew that representatives of the Board of Deputies were due 
in Cardiff that day. He also reviewed the dissensions, and Mr. 
Jerevitchs attitude to amalgamation: and said that no New 
Plan would succeed unless u« was promoted through the con- 
stitutional channels of both congregations. 

Mr. Cohen proceeded to outline the plan, which, to a great 
extent, comprised statistics showing how the Community could 
be made to budget all its revenue and afford to provide 
secretarial and cecducational expenses, to support the poor 
adequately and to wipe out overdrafts and have a surplus. 
Given encouragement, said Mr. Cohen, the scheme would work. 

Mr. A. J. Joseph moved a resolution embodying the principles 
of the plan, which Mr. M. A. Rapport seconded. Several 
speakers questioned the justification of the meeting and is 
power to over-ride the authority of the already constituted 
joint committee of both congregations, which was dealing with 
the same questions. Which, they asked, would be the controlling 
body, the New Plan commitiee or the joint committee of the 
two congregations? Mr. Jerevitch replied that he would invite 
the congregational councils to link up with his New Plan 

The resolution (according to which the New Plan will replace 
the old order at the end of 1941) was put to the mecting and 
was carried, and a commitice was clected

Czech Minister: “ Our Aims Are Similar” 


Speaking at a Palestine gg Campaign luncheon held in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne last week, J. Necas. Minister of State 
of Czechoslovakia, said: “ ‘We ‘Czechoslovaks are a people 
who have fought for centuries for freedom and liberty—for us 
and for all our fellow men. The Jews of our country had all 
the rights of other citizens and now, by a curious twist of fate, 
we Czechs and Jews together are deprived of the rights of 
free men: therefore our aims are similar. The Jews have one 
shining light in an otherwise dark background—Palestine. All 
our help must be devoted to the upbuilding of this home. 
Your help is also a help not only for the land of destiny and 
hope, but a contrrbution to the victory of the Allies.” 

Among those who attended were the Lord Mayor of New- 
castle (Councillor A. D. Russell), who presided, the Lady 
Mayoress, the Mayors of Gateshead, North Shields and South 
Shields, and distinguished representatives of many phases ot 
local life. 

Dr. Nathan Morris described several aspects of life in 
Palestine, and said that land must be provided for the Jewish 
soldiers at present fighting and for the persecuted Jewish 
people to return to after the war: and urged those present to 
help in seeing to it that Palestine should not be, im the final 
analysis, one of our missed opporiunitics. The Rev, E. Drukker 
made the Declaration of Faith. 

The luncheon was preceded by a cive reception at the 
Mansion House to a party including Dr. Necas, Dr. Zelman- 
ovits, Chairman of the National Council of Czechoslovakian 
Jews in this country, and Dr. Morris.

THE T.A.C, AND ROTARY 


Mr. Liverman on Business Ethics 


Mr. Gordon Liverman, J.P., Chairman of the Jewish Defence 
Committee and ex-President of the London Rotary Club, was 
a speaker at a luncheon of the London Rotary Club last week, 
when he spoke on the Trades Advisory Council and what it 
meant. 

Mr. Liverman began by reminding the Club that it had been 
his privilege to be the first Jewish member to be its President, 
and that it had been remarked at the time of his election that 
that was the Club’s answer to Hitler. During the 20 years 
he had been connected with the Club he had never obtruded 
any aspect of his communal work, nor did he indeed feel the 
need for it and not for one moment had he experienced a 
single breath of intolerance. The reason why he had selected 
this subject for his talk was that the Trades Advisory Council 
represented a new departure in the Jewish Communjty and that 
the purpose of the Council was very close to the work of 
the Rotary, in that it was:work of a vocational service, service 
not only among members of the T.A.C., but among those 
non-Jews with whom they came into contact. 

The purpose of the Council, said Mr. Liverman, was not the 
creation but the maintenance of those high standards of com- 
mercial practice which were inculcated by the Jewish religion 
and which taught the world the first principles of morality and 
justice. The undue prominence too often, and quite unfairly, 
given to Jewish offenders was a reason why the Council felt 
itself bound to protect the Community against being regarded 
as responsible tor any faults of the individual, a point of view 
to which other communities were not subject. He particularly 
emphasised that the operative word was the maintenance ot 
hich ethical standards, and that the creation of such a Council 
m no way implied that the Jewish Community in‘ any way 
differed from or was inferior to other. communities in standards 
of probity and integrity. 

Mr. Liverman concluded by stressing the danger of indiffer- 
ence to anti-Semitism, which, he warned his hearers, had been 
shown in every country which had been brought under German 
rule to be the cover behind which the Nazi attack on democracy 
and freedom was always launched. 


PROMOTING UNDERSTANDING IN 
RECEPTION AREAS 


In a letter to the Press, the Rev. W. W. Simpson, General 
S tary of the Christian Council for Refugees from Germany 
and Central Europe, of Bloomsbury House, W.C.1, declares 
that “ from reports received from some of the reception areas 
it appears that while in many cases excclient relationships have 
been established between evacuees and their hosts, there ts an 
urcent need for further efforts in the direction of promoting 
such understanding between Jewish and Christian folk in these 
areas aS may contribute to the more effective co-operation of 
ati sections of the Community.

THE HABONIM HOSTELS 
From Mr. LEON SIMON, C.B. 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicie 


Sik,—Having recently had an opportunity of visiting the 
Habdonim Hostels in Devonshire, I should like to be allowed to 
record a few impressions of what is to my mind a highly 
signiicant contribution towards the solution of the difficult 
problem created by the evacuation of Jewish schoolchildren 
trom the large towns. 

There are three Hostels, established about a year ago in 
three neighbouring places—Teignmouth, Dawlish, and Exmouth 
—and cach occupies a commodious house .with a good-sized 
garden. Each Hostel has about 30 children, boys and girls, 
aged mostiy between 10 and 13, though there are still a few 
younger ones who were admitted before a lower age limit was 
fixed. The children get a sufficiency of good food, are well 
cared for, and are healthy and happy. 

Each Hostel is organised as a gedud of Habonim, and has 
attached to it six madrichim, or “ supervisors (again of both 
seacs), who have had experience of Habonim work. Respansi- 
bility for running the Hostels, of course, resis on the 
madrichim: but the children are encouraged to manage their 
own affairs so far as possible, the function of the supervisors 
being to give help and guidance rather than to lay down the 
law. 

The children arrange their own rotas of work in the house 
and the garden, administer the common fund, to which cach of 
them contributes out of his or her pocket-moncy, and even 
decide on the penalties to be inflicted for occasional minor 
breaches of rules. They show a sense of personal duty and 
responsibility, which makes won: discipline unnecessary, and is 
sufficient to secure obedience to reasonable regulations without 
the stimulus of fear. Consequently, what may be called the 
social atmosphere of the Hostels is extremely good. Each child 
feels himself, or herself, to be a member of a real community, 
not just an individual who happens to live im the same house 
with a number of other individuals. 

Shared activities bulk more largely in their out-of-school 
lives than individual pursuits. At the same time, the variety 
of things to be done within the communal organisation, and 
for its benefit, affords ample scope for the exercise of individual 
tastes and the cultivation of individual gifts 

The children obtain their ordinary education at local schools, 
clementary and secondary, and are giving a good account of 


themselves. From Exmouth comes the news that two boys are’ 


top of their respective classes and have won scholarships; others 
have obtained the second, the third, and the filth place. So 
far as 1 was able to ascertain, they take their full share in the 
various school activities, and relations with their teachers and 
schoolmates are good. Generally speaking, tbe attitude of the 
local authorities and bodies to the Hostels has been sympathetic 
and helpful Ihe excellent choir of the Dawlish Hostel has 
given a recital of Hebrew songs to an appreciative audience in 
aid of the local church 

The life of the children in the Hostels is in a very real sense 
a Jewish life: and it is in this respect, as it seems to me, that 
they are so much better off than the thousands of evacuated 
Jewish children who are billeted in Christian homes. For these 
children in the Hostels observance of the dietary laws and the 
Sabbath and festivals involves no difficulty or sacrifice: their 
Judaism does not give them a sense of being abnormal: and 
they are not exposed tn their home. life to the subtle influences 
of a Christian environment That is very important: but it 
is by no means the whole story. The specifically Jewish element 
in the Hostel life extends beyond the sphere of religious 
observance 

The programme and methods of the Habonim movement. 
with its attractive ceremonial, its Hebrew songs and plays, it: 
informal teachine of Jewish history, its inculcation of the duty 
of the mdividual Jew to &k’lal Israel. are calculated to foster in 
those who come under its influence a sense of belonging to the 
Jewish people and a keen desire to share in its fortunes and its 
task, especially regard to the upbuilding of Palestine 
Naturally, a great deal more can be done with a gedud living 
in one house than with one which 1s able to meet only once o1 
twice a week. The madrichim, themselves trained in Habonim. 
seem to me to bring the right spirit and outlook to their task. 

So I am convinced that for these Hostel children evacuation 
has been robbed of ts Sting Not only have they escaped the 
danger of estrangement from Judaism, but they will return to 
therr homes, when life resumes its normal course, with a deeper 
attachment to their Jewish heritage and a fuller realisation of 


what it means. And I think that if there were more true vision 
in Anglo-Jewry we should not have just three Hostels of this 
type, madequately equipped and hampered by lack of funds, 
but should have 10 or 20 times as many, provided with an 
adequate budget and assured of the intelligent interest and 
support of the whole Community. .

It was due to 
fdiling health that he was reluctantly compelled to resign 
the position only a few weeks back. His knowledge of Hebrew 
and ritual in connection with burials enabled-him to render great 
service to the Society.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


When Thou Goest Forth 
To Battle 


AR and humanity—it is with this theme that our 

weekly Portion of the Law begins. If we can speak 

of a Jewish racial characteristic it must more than 
any other be compassion (rachmanut). Compassion is.the 
basic quality of the Jew. Compassion must come before 
justice. Justice is a principle, the Jewish principle. But 
we say that God is just. We endeavour to make justice 
our constant guiding principle. Yet precisely because 
Justice is Our constant, undeviating, and irreducible duty, 
we hesitate to describe it as a human quality. God is just, 
not man. But compassion may become a human quality. 
The more Jewish the Jew the more compassion (rachmanut) 
is his characteristic. 

But can there be compassion in the sphere where the 
sword rules? War must be carried to victory. That means 
to destroy the enemy or at least to weaken him till the 
sword falls from his hand. There is no Jewish law and no 
Christian idea, no intervention of humanity and no inter- 
vention of any church that will mitigate the terrible mission 
of a cannon-ball that is sent out to kill. We can reconcile 
our minds to the horror of war if we consider it as the 
executioner of justice which, as such, has its place in the 
plans of Providence. There is a just cause in politics, and 
war is the most radical means of enforcing it. The just 
aim combines war and justice. But is there any chance 
of war and compassion ever meeting? This is what our 
Portion of the Law deals with. 


N telling us how to treat those who have been taken 

captive in war it shows us how to combine the principle 
of war and compassion. Civilised man has accepted this 
principle from the Bible. It finds expression to-day in the 
humane treatment of war prisoners, in the proper care 
of war wounded, in the great work of the Red Cross (in 
Jewish Palestine there is the Red Shield of David). This 
is the principle of the Bible. ) 

Yet the war must be carried on. It can be waged without 
hatred, but it must be waged.with passion. The recognition 
of justice must be accompanied by passion, which strives 
to bring about the victory of the just cause. It has been 


said of Cromwell's speeches that they glow with “Old 
Testament passion; we shall one day say the same of 
Winston Churchill's speeches. Our Bible is the Magna 
Charta of justice. The history of the world is depicted 
as the road by which justice is realised. This is the aim 
— before us, and man is called upon to serve it with his 

art's blood. In the years before this war we had no lack 
of reminders of how great the menace to justice had 
become in the political life of the world. What we did 
lack were the passion and determination that know no 
reconciliation with injustice, no appeasement. 

This passion for the just cause has nothing to do with 
hatred. Even in our battle for the just cause we must 
not forget that our antagonist too is a human being. The 
evil cause can make of a God-created man an evil man. But 
we must not say that a whole group of people is evil 
en bloc, not even in this epoch of mass ideology, when 
entire groups of people are stereotyped into one uniform 
way of thinking. Discrimination against a whole people 
en bloc should be left to the anti-Semites. 


We have something to say, too, in our Jewish way, of 

love for our enemies. No less a man than Yehuda 
Halevi has dealt, from the Jewish point of view, with this 
idea of loving your enemies. In his poem beginning with 
the words “Since everlasting Thou wert the fortress of 
love,” he says something like this: The enemies of Israel 
persecute us. But their persecution would be naught, hadst 
Thou not, O God, ordained that the persecution should 
reach us. So that they are the executioners of Thy wrath. 
As such 1 love them, my enemies, for Thy name's sake. 
And | wait therefore till Thy wrath is turned, 

Yehuda Halevi is above all concerned with the justifica- 
tion of God. It 1; God and not those who persecute Israel 
who really shape world history. It is God Himself who 
“ hired” (lsarah vit. 20) the King of Assyria for His purpose. 
That is the Biblical conception of world history. The 
enemy of mankind is not there for his own glory. He is 
but a temporary tool for God's purpose. God will not 
permit human history to relapse into chaos. You have 
the prophetic promise in this week's Portion of the Law: 
“ For this as as the waters of Noah unto me. For as I 
have sworn that the waters of Noah should no more ro 
over the earth, so have | sworn that I would not be wroth 
with thee, nor rebuke thee. For the mountains shall 
depart, and the hills be removed, but my kindness shall not 
depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace 
be removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy on you.”

A.J.Y. DISCUSSES THE FUTURE 


"Jewish Clubs Must Be Jewish 


PLANNING FOR THE “SENIORS” WHO 
COME BACK 


[From our Clubs Correspondent] 


Presiding at the Association for Jewish Youth's Annual 
Meeting, at Woburn House, W.C., last week, Sir Max J. Bonn, 
K.B.E.. President, paid high tribute to the Associations 
officers for their fine work during an arduous year, 

Much sadness had come to their narrow circle during the 
past year, said Sir Max. There was, for instance, the destruc- 
tion by enemy action of the West Central Girls’ Club and the 
West Central Jewish Lads’ Club. But despite these and other 
calamities and difficulties the Association had stood up to things 
in a remarkably able manner. Sir Max spoke in high praise 
of the Association's Secretary, Mr. David Mellows, who had, 
he said, “ constructively worked on all aspects of Jewish youth 
problems.” 

Turning to the wider aspect of the youth movement, the 

ker said there could not be any doubt that the Government, 
rough the Board of Education, was becoming more “ youth- 
minded.’ Big charities like the Carnegie Trust were also 
realising that the long view of their particular work was based 
on sancly developed youth work. After expressing satisiaction 
at the news that a number of Jewish boys’ clubs would, for the 
war period, be mecting collectively at the Bernhard Baron 
Settlement, Sir Max went on to say that he was convinced 
that when peace comes we would have to be more collective- 
minded if we wanted to keep the youth movement alivo—it 
would be more than ever essential to work together. Possible 
limitation of incomes, due to increasing taxation, would mean 
a decrease in voluntary financial support for the Club move- 
ment, and it was to be hoped that this would be offset by 
increased Governmental support. 

Dr. Israc! Feldman, who was re-elected Chairman of the 
Association, spoke about’ the future of the Jewish Youth 
Movement. He felt, he Said, that there need not be any great 
concern about the post-war junior (14-18) clubs other than 
financial problems, and even this might be largely dealt with 
by Governmental attention. The “Senior Clubs" would be 
a much ereater problem after the war. Dr. Feldman pointed 
out that he was not merely referring to the “ technical " Senior 
Clubs, the 16-21 years of age, but to the “ real " Senior Clubs. 
“We must,” he said, “seriously consider what plans now can 
be made for the hosts of young unmarried men who will come 
back. We must not be caught napping as after the last war.” 


It would not be sufficient only to attract the “over 21's” to 
enjoy themselves. There must be opportunities for service. 
Training for “ good citizenship " was not enough; each member 
would have to give something of him or herself. He felt it 
was up to the AJ.Y. to think about setting up these senior 
organisations for men and women over 21. | 

Dealing with the word “ Jewish” in their movement, Dr. 
Feldman asked, “ Where does the Jewish side come in? If we 
find non-sectarian clubs bearing, fruit, we must keep on 
reminding ourselves that we are a Jewish organisation; our 
raison détre is Jewish. We must see to it that the Jewish 
spirit pervades and that the Club is a credit to the Jewish 
Religion.” Senior Clubs must note that there are other Jewish 
movements, support of the Jewish National Home for example, 
which played a rdle in Jewish affairs. 

Mr. John Myers, of Messrs. Myers, Davies and Co., Hon. 
Auditors to the AJ.Y., presented the accounts, which showed 
an excess of expenditure over income of £425. Among those 
present at the meeting were Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, Mr. Ernest 
M. Halsted, Mr. S. Amstell, and Mr. R. S. Makower. 

At a Council mecting, the following were re-clected to repre- 
sent the AJ.Y. on the Jewish Youth Fund Advisory Committee:

CAREERS ADVICE 


A new reservation has been added to the Schedule of 
Reserved Occupations and Protected Work by the Minister of 
Labour and National Service; it is that of architectural assis- 
tant (with five years’ experience as such), at the age of 35. 

Amendments made include the dereserving in unprotected 
establishments of stockkeepers, storckeepers, if employed full- 
time on receipt, custody, or issue of stock or stores (other than 
engineering or metal trades); these categories remain reserved 
at 25 in protected establishments. The clerical and posting 
staff (Lloyds’ Register of Shipping) are now reserved at Stage 
C at 35 (they were hitherto dereserved at that stage). Other 
amendments affect certain grades in fellmongery, bolting and 
rivetting, and tyre-making; funeral directors (including 
assistant directors and branch managers) are now dereserved. 


As widely announced this weck in the general press, a more 
intensive drive is to be made for women to engage in essential 
war work, including the Services (and particularly the A.T.S.). 
Compulsion will be applied to all women registered for war 
work whose grounds for exemption are not accepted. Mr. 
G. H. Ince, the Ministry of Labour's Director of Man Power, 
has stated that a more selective basis of interview will be 
adopted to obtain the greatest results in the shortest time; 
women in the registered age groups will be recruited for a 
strictly limited list of services or employments; the onus of 
proving indispensability will be placed on employers, who 
will -be consulted beforehand; the onus of proving that a woman 
is unable for domestic reasons will rest. on herself, and in case 
of dispute the advice. of the Women’s Panel will be sought. 
Those who at present will not be called for interview are those 
in full-time employment in an undertaking engaged to the 
extent of at least 75 per cent. on Government work or work 
for export, except in.such industries as the concentration 
industries: those in full-time paid work in an undertaking 
scheduled under the Essential Work Order; those in_ the 
Schedule of Reserved Occupations (which is shortly to be 
revised again): and married women responsible for the house- 


hold. Women with children under 14 are not to be called 
for interview, nor will expectant mothers be called on to 
take jobs.

AST week we left Isaiah at the acces- 
sion to the throne of Ahaz, the grand- 
son of King Uzziah. Ahaz proved to 
be a weak and foolish King, who did 
nothing to right the evils in his kingdom. 

Suddenly, came the rumour that Judah was 
to be invaded. Pekah, the last but one of the 
Kings of Isracl, had joined. Rezin, the King 
ot Syria, in a league to conquer Judea and 
would have proceeded to do so without any 
declaration of war. Ahaz was at his wits’ 
end: his advisers lost their heads and turned 
to the King of mighty Assyria for help, for 
— Isracl and Syria were vassal States to 

im. 

Isaiah, the great statesman, saw that the 
appeal to Assyria would ultimately lead to the 
destruction of Judea. He alone of all the 
statesmen remained calm and confident. First 
he tried to put heart into the cowardly King, 
but Ahaz, mad with fear, would not listen, 
so Isaiah, who had been carefully considering 
the entire situation, could only take precautions. 


Anaz Vistrs ASSYRIA 


Against the advice of all his counsellors the 
King hurried to Damascus to pay homage to 
the Assyrian King and with him he took a 
great treasure, the price of the tribute de- 
manded by Assyria for help. To raise this 
large sum, he emptied the treasury and even 
ransacked the Temple in Jerusalem of every- 
thing of value and stripped the wealth from 
the royal palace. 

While he was in Damascus he saw a pattern 
of an idolatrous altar that he greatly admired, 
and on his return to Jerusalem he had a 
replica of it made and sct up. On this heathen 
altar, he himself offered sacrifices, so as to 
introduce pagan rites which might please the 
Assyrian monarch. 


A New BariLe 


When Isaiah saw that Ahaz would be use- 
less to his country in this great danger, he 
made up his mind that he himself would save 
his people and raise and educate a new genera- 
tion of citizens in Judah, a generation that 
would obey the will of God and bring honour 
to Judea. 

At this time, a son was born to Ahaz, and 
Isaiah wrote a wonderful poem on the great 
event and proclaimed him as Judea’s hope. 
Addressing the people he said, “ Unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given... . 
And his name shall be wonderful, counsellor, 
Divine hero, and prince of peace.’ Thus he 
foresaw that Hezekiah, the baby in the cradle, 
would be a good and astute ruler. 

Isaiah continued to gather round him a small 
band of followers, who had the welfare of their 
God and country at heart. One of the vassal 


States of Assyria rebelled and thereupon Judea, 
as well as other subject States, attempted to 
free themselves from the Assyrian overlord- 
ship; Ahaz, the idolatrous King, died and 
Hezekiah ‘succeeded to an impoverished 


kingdom. 
THe New KING 


Hezckiah's first act was to appoint Isaiah 
Prime Minister. Both realised that the destruc- 
tion of the Northern Kingdom of Isracl could 
not be long delayed. In the ftourth year of 
Hezekiah's reign the blow fell: Isracl, the 
Northern Kingdom had been conquered by 
Assyria. Because of her idolatry and social 
evils, Israel had fallen, and the King deter- 
mined that such a fate should not befall Judah, 
which now became a buffer State 
Eeypt and Assyria. 

Isaiah advised no alliance with any foreign 
power. Fhe King took his advice and tricd to 
stamp out idolatry by destroying the = idols, 
cutting down the groves devoted to them, 
breaking the altars, and smashing to picces 
the images sct up by his father. Then he 
started to build new fortifications to detend his 
tiny kingdom and organised an army to march 
against the encroaching Philistines. He recon- 
quered much of the land lost by his father 
and, flushed with victory and = success, he 
refused, on the advice of Isaiah, to pay tribute 
to Assyria. : 

In due course, Assyria invaded Judah. Un- 
repared and im terror, city after city capitu- 
ated and soon Assyria was master of 46 
fortified cities and the road to Jerusalem was 
oes. Hezekiah, gathering up the remnants 
of his army, retired to Jerusalem and prepared 
to withstand the sicge. Just as it scemed that 
the capital was doomed, history relates that 
for no apparent reason the Assyrians raised 
the siege and their mighty army fled in the night, 
leaving behind them all their equipment of 
weapons and supplics. 


Isaran’s Last Days 

According to Isaiah, Assyria had been used 
against Judah to save her from her own faults, 
and now that Hezekiah had brought Judah to 
a godly life, no fear of any country could 
disturb the rebirth of the nation. Thus it was 
iven to Isaiah to see the fruit of his life-work 
in the peace and prosperity that followed. He 
had seen Kings come and go and remained 
true and faithful to God. 

1 must just quote you one of his poems in 
conclusion, that we should like to see come 
true in our own time: 

“ It shall come to pass in the end of days, 

That the mountain of the Lord's house 
shall be established as the top of the 
mountains, 

And ne shall judge between the nations 

And shall decide for many peoples: 

And they shall beat their. swords into 
ploughshares, 

And their spears into pruning hooks, 

Nation shall not lift up sword against 


nation, 
Neither shail they learn war any more.”

PRESS ANTI-SEMITISM 


The other day William Hickey, of the Dany Express, gave 
vent to righteous indignation because the Rev. W. W. Simpson 
had said in his splendid broadcast: “ If Solomon Levy happened 
to get into trouble with the authorities for not being sufficiently 
careful about his black-out the local Press would probably head 
up a paragraph ‘Jew fined for black-out offence’... Of 
course, Hickey misunderstood Mr. Simpson by taking him too 
literally. What Mr. Simpson stressed—and his point is quite 
clear from the context—was that Jewish delinquency is given 
unfair prominence in the Press, which distorts it out of all 
proportion and conveys the impression that there is a greater 
percentage of scoundrels among the Jews than among any 
other people. It is very naive to think that only the crude and 
obvious anti-Jewish phrascology of the Fascists constitutes 
Press anti-Semitism. Anti-Jewish journalists of the popular 
Press must be credited with more subtle minds. Rarely do they 
refer outright to some particular person as a Jew, but their 
methods for saying the same thing are as varied as they are 
ingenious. Often the name, if it is as self-evident as “ Cohen,” 
‘Levi,’ or “ Solomons,” is enough. Where this is lacking a 
reference to the person's origin will suffice; or that he attends 
Synagogue; or that he “ took the oath in the Jewish fashion ”; 
or that although his name is now Richard Mainwaring, it used 
to be Reuben Meyerowitch; or that his appearance is 
* Oriental,” etc., etc. Although the standards of British journal- 
ism are among the highest in the world, unfortunately there 
are some reporters who cannot resist the little extra luridness 
they think will be added to a sordid story if it can be spiced 
with a Jewish It is a pity these writers are not more 
consistent. Their ingertuity in denominational depiction, so well

MAN AND THE SABBATH 


On behalf of an Orthodox refugee from Austria I was granted 
an interview with the manager of a large factory doing important 
armament work. I mentioned that the applicant was very 
desirous of keeping the Sabbath. The manager at once said 
that the Sabbath would be no bar to the factory's taking him. 
Then, after a littl thought, he said: “I quite understand the 
position of the gentleman who would like to keep Saturday: I, 
too, -like to keep Sunday. But there is one question I should 
like to ask you: “ If the applicant were given a key position and 
then the factory had suddenly to work at higher pressure for a 
certain length of time, would he then be willing to work on 
Saturday, because being in a key position his service could not 
be dispensed with, and one must take into account the fact that 
there is war going on?" To this I answered: “1 cannot say 
what the attitude of the gentleman would be in such circum- 
stances, but he may be so religious that he may prefer not to 
be given a key position, although this might entail his earning 
only half, or even a quarter, of what he would otherwise eect 
in order that he might be able to keep the Sabbath.” Having 
said this, I fully expected the manager to-express disappoint- 
ment. But far from it. He was so happy and impressed with 
my answer that he said: “I am very glad you tell me this 
because I wanted to know if he was that sort of man “— 
meaning true to his religious principles.. He forthwith arranged 
for an interview.

Women’s Demands after the War 


HE raising of the standard of living 

is essentially a womans ideal. In 

¢very modern war there must arise a 
distinct conflict between the desire to main- 
tain all the amenities that have been so 
laboriously acquired and the insistent need 
for concentrating on war effort. War is a 
man-made catastrophe. The love of destruc- 
tion innate in the male finds no counter- 
part and no commendation in a woman's 
conception of life. She it ts who plans so 
that her own and her family’s life will be 
more beautiful, more comfortable. and more 


experience of housewives who, while they do 
not begrudge toil, are adamant against waste, 
cither of effort or of material. Refrigeration 
has not only made housckeeping for many 
women casier. It has also resulted in a vital 
saving of precious food and an important safe- 
guard for health. Women know only too well 
the sum of wasteful illness brought about 
through contaminated food, and the much 
derided “ ice-box" is their practical contri- 
bution to the problem of maintaining a high 
standard of well-being. 

The same wisdom gocs for the vacuum 
cleaner, which, in addition to lessening the 


productive of those progressive forces in 
which she is so passionately interested. 

She sees to-day, however, pitted against her 
life-work, the devilish ingenuity of destruction, 
which at one push of a bomb-releasing clectric 
button can transform into a mass of rubble 
an edifice which was once the dignified and 
creditable home of a human being. She sees, 
too, as the tempo of the feartul struggle 
increases, a serious threat for the future to 
all those high standards of comfort and cleanh- 
ness in the home which it has been her first 
care to evolve. 

A speaker on the radio warns American 
women that they must no longer demand “ice- 
boxes” for their homes, because the maicrials from 
which they are manufactured, and the engineers 
who construct them, must now be exclusively 
used for the making of weapons of war. We 
in England ‘have already endured for many 
months an absence of many clementary house- 
hold requirements. We have endured cheer- 
fully, and we feel convinced that our American 
sisters will also endure cheertully, the lack of 


such articles because we know that unless and. 


until the forces of evil are tinally conquered, 
our homes will remain insecure, the prey to 
the most. ruthless, cruel, and bestial attackers 
the world has ever known. Betier a home 
depicted of many of its gadgets and comforts 
than no home at all. 


Plea for the Future 


Still, we are entitled to place on record our 
own pomt of view, and to raise our voices in 
an insistent plea for the future. We are entitled 
to insist that the system of war, cruelty, force, 
the jackboot, and all the rest of the destructive 
box of tricks is none of our seeking, none of 
our making. It has come into being and 
flourished exclusively in those countries in which 
women have been denied a share of govern- 
ment just because they are physically weaker 
than men. And those women have been denied 
in addition a say in the choice between a high 
standard of living and the maintenance of 
colossal forces for destruction. “* Guns or 
butter? ” shouted Goering to the people of 
Germany, and if the women of that land had 
been permitted even a whisper in return, of 
course they would have chosen to feed their 
families on butter instead of having them 
blown to smithereens by guns. 

So, however philosophically women in the 
great democracies may submit of their own 
accord to a temporary lowering of the standard 
of living so that the war may be won, and won 
quickly, it must clearly be understood’ that we 
will not compromise the future standard of 
living when the war is over. We will insist 
on our ice-boxes and our vacuum cleaners. and 
we will resist the suggestion that ¢ither of 
these constitutes a luxury in our homes. 
They are essentials, created out of the practical

effort of cleaning, establishes a very much more 
hygienic standard of cleanliness than the brush 
and broom it has so largely superseded. 

Who dare call the health and well-being of 
the family a luxury? Just as soon as the 
business of winning the war is concluded, who 
will deny that the very first call in a recon- 
structed national economy iw the work of 
redoubling the output of ‘all those modern 
instruments that have so largely gone to build- 
ing up our ideal homes”? 

Jewish housewives have always been pionecrs 
in maintaining a high standard of home Iile 
Tradition has provided them with a background 
whence the very first system of food control 
emanated To-day we take as a matter of 
course the inspection of food and its meticulous 
protection trom disease and contamination. But 
the laws of kashrut were promulgated among 
our people at a time when no such general 
sateguards were in existence and when sickness 
and death trom unclean food decimated nations, 
especially where the very young were 
concerned. 


Jewish Contribution Considerable 

lt is not surprising therefore that Jewish 
women have and often in the fullest measure 
all the most up-to-date and scientific methods 
for good housekeeping that have been invented, 
and that their own contribution to the general 
rarsing of the standard of living has been con- 
siderable. In Palestine, where they have gone 
as pioneers to a land that was for centuries 
the scene of the most primitive and backward 
homes, they have swiftly revolutionised the 
conditions im which women and children live. 
Their institutions are planned on the most 
modern lines, and, in. addition to what has 
been accomplished within their walls, organised 
groups of instructors have carried throughout 
the country information and instruction on up- 
to-date methods of housewifery. 

The Jewish people can point with pride to 
the homes of Palestine, which are rare in the 
annals of pioneering or colonising people. In 
this country Jewish housewives, by their ready 
adoption of modern conveniences in the home. 
have substantially increased the general demand 
for such devices, and in specitic districts to 
which Jewish families have gone to liye there 
has been an inevitable tendency towards the 
provision of more beautiful, more convenient. 
and more spacious homes. 


The Hope of Better Things 

If the homes of the future are to be recon- 
structed as bright new examples of what a 
reformed world can produce Jewish women will 
join’ willingly in the task. They wiil, too, 
patiently endure the inevitable interim of 
makeshift and compromise. But they will not 
gaimsay the hope of better things. Not 
luxuries but vital necessities, they insist, are 
those things that make for better, healthier, 
and more smoothly run homes. 


Incidentally .. . 


I left a big Zionist meeting last Sunday 
with a headache. Far be it from me to 
suggest that the quality of the speeches had 
anything to do with the malaise. No, it was 
simply a result of the atmosphere generated 
by the continuous cigarette-smoking of a 
large number of the audience and of the 
important people on the platform. It might 
be asked whether it is an unusual thing for 
cigarettes to be lit at Zionist meetings, or 
whether the physical cloudiness was in dan- 
ger of being transferred to the mental 
sphere. Neither of these things is, however, 
pertinent—what is, is the fact that displayed 
prominently round the hall (a well-known 
one in London) were printed notices “ No 
SMOKING,” a command that was reinforced 
by the requests of the commissionaires at 
the entrance to smokers to extinguish their 
cigarettes before entering the hall. Ears 
were deaf and eyes were blind. My own 
immediate neighbour showed himself the 
perfect litthe gentleman. He smoked fairly 
continuously, and a lady immediately be- 
hind him ventured timorously On one Occa- 
sion to inform him of the prohibition; his 
only and immediate reply was to take out 
his petrol lighter and smoke _ another 
cigarette. What hope is there for the larger 
disciplines if the smaller are so flagrantly 
flouted” 


HEINRICH GRAETZ 


Sunday next will be the SOth anniversary 
of the death of Heinrich Graetz, the famous 
Jewish historian. His maenum opus, the 
* History of the Jews.” was completed tn 
1872. it was made accessible for popular 
reading by dn abridged German edition 
and by translations into French, Russian, 
and Hebrew. The English version was 
undertaken last of all. In this country 
Graetz made many personal trends during 
bis visit in 1887. His presence in London 
helped to give completeness to the Anglo- 
Jewish Exhibition. Graetz passed a flatter- 
ing verdict on the Anglo-Jewish Community 
and predicted for it an inspiring future. 
On the occasion of his visit a fine portrait 
of him was painted by the late Solomon J. 
Solomon, R.A., and presented to the Anglo- 
Jewish Association: Probably the last essay 
Professor Graectz penned was a Fifts 
Years Retrospect.” which was printed two 
months after his death in the Jubilee 
Number of THe Jewish CHronicre. 


PROUD TO BE A JEW 


High Wghts of the great all-lIewish rally 
in Moscow, reported in our paper last week, 
were speeches by the well-known Soviet 
journalist and author Ilya -Ehrenburg, and 
the poet David Bergelson. Ehrenburg, who 
is Known in Britain particularly for his vivid 
reportage (he has been writing a series of 
articles for the’ Daily HERALD) said, in a 
moving passage, that he had grown up in 
the Russian city of Moscow: he was a Rus- 
Sian writer, he added, and, like all Russians, 
he was to-day defending his country, but— 
the Hitlerites had reminded him of some- 
thing else. His mother’s name was Hannah. 
He was a Jew, and proud of it. Bergelson, 
who spoke in Yiddish. appealed to all Jews 
—-believers and freethinkers, assimilated and 
non-assimilated—to join actively in the fight 
against Nazism, Other notable speakers 
were Serge Eisenstein, the famous film pro- 
ducer, and Professor Peter Kapitza, the 
Soviet physicist, who is a member of the 
Royal Society in London and is remembered 
for his researches carried out in pre-war 
days at Cambridge University. 


RUSSIAN MUSICIANS 


Sull another supporter of the appeal issued 
by the Moscow rally was Professor D. 
Oistrakh, the celebrated violinist. He came 
into prominence by winning the first prize 
at the Ysaie International violin competition 
held at Brussels, under the patronage of 
Elizabeth, Queen Mother of Belgium. On 
that occasion as well as at the subsequent 
international pianoforte competition the 
winners of the first and the principal other 
prizes were mostly Russian Jews. There 
were, in fact, so many Jewish successes that 
a Belgian paper sarcastically suggested that 
they had evidently mistaken the hall. This 
obviously meant the synagogue which prac- 
tically adjoined the Conservatoire where the 
contests were held. It should be added 
that the prize-winners were educated at the 
famous Conservatoire at Odessa, the head 
of which was also a Jew, 

BLARDS AND GAS-MASKS 


A message transmitted by the ° Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency from Jerusalem savs 
that the important problem of what to do 
with one’s beard while wearing a gas-mask 
is NOW receiving the attention of the Pales- 
tine Chief Rabbinate, in connection with the 
distribution of 120,000 respirators recently 
received in the country. The decision of 
the Rabbinaté, says the Agency, is expected

VEGETABLE MARROW 
To Store for Winter Use 


Take perfectly sound marrows, tie with 
broad tape and hang up in a moderately warm 
place. Take care they do not touch each other. 


Braised Marrow 


Peet and seed marrow and cut into small 
pieces. Put | oz. margarine or clarified drip- 
ping in a casserole, put in marrow, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, dot with margarine (or 
dripping). Cover closely and bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven for about 50 minutes. 


Marrow Fritters 


Peet and seed a small marrow and cut into 
small dice. Make 2} pt. batter from batter 
flour according to directions on packet, scason 
with salt and pepper, and add a tablespoonful 
chopped parsicy. Stir in the diced marrow 
and fry in spoonfuls a golden brown on both 
sides. 

Stuffed Marrow 

CHuoose a young marrow of medium size, 
peel it, cut through lengthways and remove 
seed, and carefully fill the cavities with any 
mixtufe preferred, place the two halves to- 
gether, and tie securely with string or tape. 
Put in a well greased baking tin, dot the top 
with margarine or dripping and bake in «a 
moderate oven for I-1l} hours according -to 
size and age of marrow. 

Suggestions for Fillings: 

1. Cooked rice, mixed with 2. or 3 skinned 
chopped tomatoes, 2 or 3 small spring onions 
finely chopped, and | tablespoontul chopped 
parsiev. Season with salt and. pepper. 

2. Sausagemeat mixed with an equal quantity 
of mashed potato, a teaspoonful finely chopped 
onion, and | tablespoontul chopped parsley. 

Any scraps of over meat or liver. 
finely minced with a littl onion, and mixed 
with soaked wheatmeal bread. or cooked rice, 
and tablespoontul parsicv.. Moisten with 
thick gravy and season with salt, pepper, and 
a bottled sauce 


Marrow Tart 

Make 4 Ib. shert crust. roll out thin and cut 
into two rounds. Place one in a greased sand- 
wich tin, and cover with marrow which has 
been peeled, secded, and cut into thin slices 
like apple. Sprinkle with sugar, cinnamon, a 
few sSultanas, and if available a few drops 
lemon substitute. Cover with pastry and bake 
ina moderate oven for about } hour, reducing 
the heat alter the first 1S minutes. 


Marrow and Vegetable Hot Pot 

Marrow (peeled and seeded). 4 Ib.: 2 or 3 
tomatoes: | of turnips: potatoes, 4 Ib.: 
carrots, 4 Ib.: scarlet runner beans, 4 o7.: 
outside lettuce or cabbage leaves: haricot 
beans, 4 0z.: chopped parsley. 1 tablespoonful ; 
margarine, oz.: 3 or 4 shallots or spring 
onions: salt and pepper. 

SOAK the haricot beans overnight, boil for 
t hour im salted water, strain and save the 
water m which they were cooked. 

Cut marrow into cubes, peel and thickly 
slice potatoes: top, tail, and remove strings 
Irom beans and cut across into small pieces, 
scrape Carrots, peel turnips, and cut into small 
pieces. Skin and cut up tomatoes. Shred cab- 
bage or lettuce leaves. Peel and chop shallots 
and fry a golden brown in the margarine: 
then put in a casserole with all the vegetables, 
saving. potatoes for the top, sprinkling the 
partiy cooked haricot beans in between, season 
well with salt and pepper, and quarter fill the 
casserole with vegetable stock (use the wate 
in which the haricots were parboiled and it 
not suflicient any other vegetable stock): do 
not add more, as the vegetables give plenty of 
moisture themselves. Cover closely and bake 
for 14-2 hours in a moderate oven, until the 
vegetables are tender, removing the lid the last 
20 minutes to brown the potatoes. 

N.B.—Vary vegetables according to taste 
and conwenience.

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Investments and Securities 


Confidence is still the keynote of stock markets. There is 
support for British Funds, leading industrials, the principal oils 
and developing Rand gold shares. Oils have benefited materially 
from the latest political developments in Iran. 

Talk still persists in banking circles of a prospective new loan 
for financing the war. At the moment the Treasury depends 
exclusively on 3 per cent. Savings Bonds, 3 per cent. Defence 
Bonds, and Savings Certificates for new money. An important 
new loan may appear before very long. 

Home railway stocks have almost alone showed irregularity. 
A brief statement has been issued to the effect that the railways 
will secure a yearly rental of £43,000,000 from the Government 
for the war period and for a year after the suspension of 
hostilities The question of War Damage costs is still 
unsettled Untl this matter ts arranged uncertainty may 
continue among rails. 


PALESTINE ELECTRIC 


Electric power companies operating in Palestine are badly 
hit by heavy increase in working costs. Fuel cost ts steadily 
mounting while there is general increase in the cost of all 
materials and in salaries and wages. 

This position is emphasised in a statement by Viscount 
Samuel, Chairman of the Palestine Electric Corporation, in a 
statement which accompanies the annual report of the under- 
taking. Gross revenue, as well as the number of consumers 
and the units sold all showed increases during 1940. 

Despite this the surplus on the year’s working after placing 
£137,040 against £130,400 to Depreciation, was £142,480 
acainst £190,898. There is a transfer of £52,000 to Income Tax 
Reserve with a carry forward of £90,656. Preference dividends 
are paid but for the second successive year there is no ordinary 
distribution. All figures are in Palestine pounds. 


JERUSALEM ELECTRIC 


A full report for the year to March 31 last is issued by 
Jerusalem Electric and Public Service Corporation. A cut in 
the ordinary dividend from 7 per cent. to 5 per cent. for the 
year has already been announced 

It is explained that war conditions adversely affected business 
principally through increases im costs. Doubtless the Chair- 
man, Mr. William, Shearer, will explain the situation at the 
annual meeting to be eld in London. on September 24. The

A feature of the talks given by Tue Jewisn Cnronictt 
Cookery Expert, 3. Greenberg, on Jewish war-time 
cookery is the means they afford of bringing Jews and non- 
Jews tagcther, and improving mutual understanding. This is 
Particularly valuable in those ereas in which there have been 
hitherto no great number of Jewish residents. The Jewish 
‘Housewile, apt at times to be unduly apprehensive as to the 
weicome she will be accorded outside her own familiar 
entourage, learns that her new neighbours have difficulties like 
her own, and like her are anxious to have some of. their 
domestic problems solved And the non-Jewish housewife 
begins to find out how surprisingly akin to her own family 
is the one that has settled down in her village. Thus some of 
the legendary prejudices about Jewish family life are often 
dispelled, 

Mrs. Greenberg gave he: talk at Watford at the Methodist 
Church Hall (by permission of the Rev. B. Howard), and pro- 
Yision was made so that if (as was thought probable) the hall 
should be required at the last. moment for other purposes 
the cookery lecture would be given in the church itself. 
Fortunately the lecture was able to proceed according to the 
Orginal arrangements.

Tyrone Guthrie’s Production at the “New” 


We have to thank Mr. Guthrie for performing in the pro- 
gramme the dull thankless task of uttering the obvious remark 
and thus saving us hearing it from dozens of chatterers in print 
and sound: that Cherry Orchard may be regarded as a parable 
of the succession of the old Russia by the new. 

Having finished with that, t ts a rightful occasion to point 
out that this play—as possibly others of Chekov’s—has a 
rare dramatic quality in that it exercises its “ pull” and absorbs 
the attention just as much in these very unusual and anxious 
times as in the less troubled atmosphere of peace. Which its, 
perhaps, to say that the illusion is perfect. These people live 
Their very “ footling “ is exactly true. And the only noticeable 
piece of theatre, the abandonment of old Firs, comes at 
a point where something artificial must interpose between play 
and reality—at the end 

Apart from a somewhat unattractive setting for the second 
act, this production at the New Theatre its a brilliant piece ol 
work. The cast ts meritoriously headed by O. B. Clarence, as 
the very old butler, a performance as near to the faultless as 
one is likely to see. Athene Seyler suggests all the intelligence 
of Madame Raneaska, but not that kind of autumnal allure 
with which very young men fall quite madly in love. Rosalind 
Atkinsons’s Varga is a passionate vigorous portrayal. The 
spirit if not the circumstances of Lopahkin is accurately summed 
up by James Dale. Trophimof is the subjycct of a superd teat 
of acting by Walter Hudd. Nicholas Hannan is unusually cast 
as the spineless Gayef but faces the difficulties with great sktll 
The unpleasant young manservant Yasha is very clearly defined 
in a clever piece of work by James Dongld.
